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AT WISCONSIN'S CAPITAL | 


CHE PRESIDENT LEAVES MIL- 
WAUKEE FOR 'MADISON. 
FEATURES OF THE MILWAUKEE RE- 
CEPTION—MADISON LAVISHLY DEC- 

ORATED—CORDIAL GREETING. 


MILWAUKER, Oct. 7.—President Cleveland 
and party left for Madison this morning, where 
they will remain over Sunday as the guests of 
Postmaster-General Vilas. Every detail of the 
reception here was perfect, and the President 
told his friends that nowhere else had the 
arrangements been so satisfactory and complete 
asin Milwaukee. There were 50,000 strangers, 
itis estimated, in the city, but the splendid po- 
lice arranzements prevented the crush and in- 
convenience from which the President has suf- 
fered in other cities. The crowds were 
not boisterous and thefe was nothing 
of a partisan mature in any feature of 
the parade, the public reception, or- the 
banquet at the Plankinton House last night 
given by the Merchants’ Association. The Re- 
publicans of, Milwaukee have a very kindly 
feeling for President Cleveland, and they en- 
tered heartily into the preparations for his re- 
ception. In fact, they were rather more active 
than the Democrats, and really deserve the 
credit for the successful results. Next to the 
President and Mrs. Cleveland Postmaster-Gen- 
erai Vilas was the conspicuous figure, and the 
ehances of his nomination for the Vice-Presi- 
dency on the Cleveland ticket were quietly 
talked about by the visiting Democrats who 
came to see the President, and the idea seemed 
to be on the whole a pleasantone. The speeches 
at the banquet were a disappointment. Both 
Vilas and Jenkins are orators, but they confined 
their remarks to facts and figures. This was 
probably due to a desire to avoid anything of a 
political character. At any rate they were dry, 
and the crowd was disappointed. 

The only incident which marred the occasion 
Was a personal encounter early this morning be- 
tween Joseph Vilas, a cousin of the Postmaster- 


General and a leading Democrat inthis State, 
and Internai Revenue Collector Wall. The latter 
isacripple and uses crutches. As Vilas came 
out of the banquet hall—he had probably drank 
too much Cchampagne—le ran against Mr. Wall, 
Who made some remark at which Vilas took 
offense. Vilas gave bim a violent punch, knock- 
ing him into the corner of the corridor, and 
raised his hand to strike the fallen Collector, 
Friends, however, interfered, and to-day a 
desperate cifurt has been made to suppress the 
affuir, ail the local papers avoiding all mention 
of it. 

There was some speculation as to whether 
Gen. Fairtield would attend the banquet, but 
this was set at rest by a letter of regret a few 
days previous, with other similar letters. It 
Was expected this would be read at the ban- 
quet last night, but owing to the lateness of 
the hour the letters were not read. There was 
curiosity, however, to see Fairchild’s letter, and 
it was secured to-day. The General simply 

reseuted his thanks, with compllments to ths 

erchants’ Association of Milwaukee, and re- 
gretted that his engagements were such as to 
render it impossible for him to be present. He 
added that he was happy in the belief that the 
festivities would be entirely successful and a 
filing compliment to the distinguished ofticial 
position of the honored guest of the evening. 
Gen. Bragg also sent a letter of regret, aud there 
Was anetforton the part of some to consider 
his abseuce as of political significance, but there 
geems to be no reason for any such view. 

The public reception to Mrs.Cleveland was the 
most maguificent effort of the kind ever wit- 
messed in Milwaukee, and the grounds about 
the residence of Mrs. James Kneeland, where it 
occurred, looked like scenes from fairyland. 
Hundreds of Chinese lanterns hung from the 
noble trees surrounding the house, and the 
course of the walks and drives through the 
rrounds was marked by sinall lights set ai short 
ntervais along tbeir entire length On the 
inke, east of the house, a canve had been rigged 
up as a yacht, andits spars and ropes hung 
with colored light. Blazing stars of fire were 
Beattered through the trees, and huge reflectors 
turved a light as bright asday.on the scene. 
The grounds cover an entire square, and on 
every siie the crowd was so deuse as to make 
the walks impassable.

Mapison, Oct. 7.—The run to Madison

The Governor has also had a gas pipe with red, 
| white, and blue globes erected between the trees 
on the lawn, which greatly aids in beautifying 
| the street at night. 
The lawn in front of Postmaster-General 
Vilas’s residence is decorated with gas lamps 
| having colored globes. Over the,walk leading 
| from the &treet to the entrance an arch bas 
| been erected with a dozen gas lamps with white 
' giobes surmounted by three with red, white, 
and blue globes. Gaslights are also placed 
among the trees in various parts of the lawn. 
{ These are ll lighted this evening, and a most 
{| handsome appearance they niake. The residence 
is decorated externally with red, white, 
and. biné silk ribbons, some of which 
are wound around each pillar or gracefully 
| adorn the verandas, windows, and doorways. 
The veranda on the left is draped above with a 
| national design; that upun the southwest side is 
| decorated in harmony with the rest, while the 
| conservatory door, thrown open, reveals a 
| wealth of choice potted plants. The interior of 
| the house is decorated in a simple yet beautiful 
manner with flowers and evergreens. Each 
room contaius choice cut flowers iu vases and 
dainty glasses. Rare potted plants and flowers 
are artistically arranged at the several windows 
|; ofeach of the principal rooms, while the con- 
| servatory 1s filled with the choicest eollection of 
plants the city affords. 

The Monona-avenue gate tothe Capital Park 
| is decorated In such a way that, with the park 
| asa background, the most pleasing effect is pro- 
duced, the arch appearing en siihouette. This 

.arch bears the motto: “ National Royalty is 

Wisconsin’s Pride.””’ The east portico of the 

Capital and the grand stand erected 
| there gieam with national colors in pret- 

ty designus. The heavy piliars, extending 

upward of three full stories, are wound 
with red, white, and bine. Colored bunting is 
draped about the entrance to the building, 
| while a wreathed banner, with the inscription, 
| ‘* We greet you,” hangs suspended just above. 

In the interior of the rotunda, where the recep- 
tion Was held, a large platform extended clear 
to the centre and to the east and west corridors 
from the north hallway. A railing thrown 
avout this saved the President and party from a 
too obtrusive greeting. Across the centre of the 
rotunda, from the north to the south corridor, 
hangs @ large banner with tke inscription upon 
its face: “ The President—Our President.” About 
the rotunda below were rare potted plants and 
flowers, adding their beauty to the harmony of 
the scene. Above, red, white, and blue drapings 
encircled the rotanda, while from the domea 
handsomely designed balioon hung with large 
oak-leaved ropes reaching from above it to the 
railing on the second floor. To the bottom of 
this a large eagle with outstretched wings flouted 
gracefully over the spot where the President 
and his wife stood. Mottoes of various kinds on 
American shields gave words of welcome, loy- 
alty, and patriotism. 

This evening, at 7:30 o’clock, Postmaster-Gen- 
eral and Mrs. Vilas had a dinner party at their 
residence in honor of the President and Mrs. 
Cleveland. There were present besides the 
President and Mrs. Cleveland Col. and Mrs. 
Vilas and Miss Vilas, Mr. Bissell, Col. Lamont, 
Dr, Bryant, Gov. and Mrs. J. M. Rusk, 
Judge and Mrs. Romanzo Bunn, Mayor 
and Mrs. James Conklin, Misa Gregory, 
and Chief-Justice Orsamus Cole. The 
lawn and mansion were both grandly illumi- 
nated. Mrs. Cleveiand wore a handsome cos- 
tume, the skirt of pink conch silk, made plain 
in front, with a court train, and ornamented 
with small bouquets. The waist was cut square 
in the neck, with lightsleeves reaching half way 
between shoulder and elbow. Waist and skirt, 
std latter at the sides, were trimmed with 
ace. 

To-morrow morning the President, Col. Vilas, 
Col. Lamont, Mr. Bissell, and Dr. Bryant will 
go on a fishing excursion on Lake Mendota, 
leaving the ladies at home. 

Much dissatisfaction is expressed because the 
President and Mrs. Cleveland dia not shake 
hands at the afternoon reception. They only 
acknowledged the greetings with smiles and 
bows as the people filed through the Capitol. 

At midnight the Presidential party were ser- 
enaded by the Madison Miénnerchor to which 
they fittingly responded. 


RAILROAD WRECKS. 


FREIGHT TRAINS IN COLLISION AND 
TWELVE CARS DEMOLISHED. 

CoLtumBus, Ohio, Oct. 7.—At an early 
hour this morning an engine and a number of 
freight cars jumped the track on the bridge over 
the Hocking River, at Logan, on the Hocking 
Valley Road, completely demolishing the struct- 
ure. The heavy freight and coal traftic of tne 
road has been suspended during the day while 
passengers and baggage have been transferred. 
About 500 coal cars are sidetracked, and work 
in the Hocking Valley mines will be suspended 


for a couple of days before cars can be placed at 
the mines. Thelossof the bridge is compara- 
tively small. 


Newerura, N. Y., Oct. 7.—At 1:17 o’clock 
this moruing the freight train in charge of Con- 
ductor, Johu McAuliff was putting outof the 
freight yards upon the maiu tracks of the New- 
York Central and Hudson River Railroad at 
Fisbkill Landing, when another freight train 
from the north pluaged into the rear of the first 
train anda wreck was the resnii, Enyzineer 
Frank Filly and Fireman Malley, of the second 
train, jumped and saved their lives, and nobody 
was hurt, but Engineer Nugent, of the tirst 
train, who was struck on the leg by the furnace 
door, which was forced open by the shock. His 
leg was badly bruised. The engineer of the 
second train says no danger signals were set for 
him. About a.dozen ears, loaded with fruit, 
wWalipaper, granite, and other stuff, were broken 
into splinters and piled together 30 feet bigh. 
The eugine of the second train had its front end 
atove in. A dozen other freight cars were some- 

} what broken. Both tracks were blocked until 
7 A. M., whenone was cleared, and both tracks 
were clear at 10:30 A. M.

JUDGE BOND SPFAKS PLAINLY. 

RICHMOND, Va., Oct. 7.—In the United 
States Circuit Court here to-day Judge Bond 
rendered a decision in the four celebrated cou- 
porn cases recently argued before him per- 
petuating the injunction heretofore granted 
upon the application of the bondholders. The 
effect of the decision is to prevent the State’s 


otficers from suing and obtaining judgments 
agalust parties who have tendered coupons for 
their taxes. Judge Bond foliows the reasoning 
of the United States Supreme Court *in the 
celebrated coupon case of Poindexter against 
Greenbow, avd characterizes the ‘coupon 
crusher” and other recent siwilar laws of the 
State as parts of a palpable scheme to de- 
fraud the State’s creditors and impair the 
obligation of her contract with them, and, in 
substance, an attempt to defy the authority of 
the Federal Government. The opinion also says 
there was not even an effort made by the State’s 
representatives to assert the constitutionality 

| of these laws, their whole argument being a de- 
nial of the jurisdiction of the court to prevent 

| great wrong aud injury to the plaintiffs. The 

| Opinion is considered one of the most important 
ever delivered by Judge Bond. Rules for cou- 
tempt against three county officers for disre- 
garding the decision of the court will be con- 
sidered to-morrow.

O’BRIEN’S TRIAL POSTPONED 


AN APPEAL TAKEN IN JHE 
LORD MAYORS OASEH. 

THE MAGISTRATR’S CONDUCT PRAISED 
BY THE NATIONALISTS—CALLINAN’S 
UNSAVORY RECORD. 


DvuBLin, Oct. 7.—The hearing in the case 
of Mr. William O’Brien, who was summoned for 
publishing accounts of meetings of suppressed 
branches of the National League in United Ire- 
land, has been adjourned pending a decision of 
the appeal to the Superior Court by the Crown 
in the case against Lord Mayor Sullivan, who 
was summoned for the same offense. Mr. Healy, 
member of Parliament, Mr. O’Brien’s counsel, 
applauded the magistrate’s decision, and said 
that the court had shown itself fair-minded in 
its disposition of the case. Mr. O’Brien was not 
present in the court. 

The Express (Conservative) states that the 
Magistrate who heard and dismissed the case of 
the Government against Lord Mayor Sullivan, 
for publishing in the Nation reports of meetings 
of suppressed branches of the National League, 
was fastidious in his interpretation of the law. 
The paper deprecates yesterday’s proceedings, 


and characterizes the result asa fiasco. The 
treeman’s Journal prophesies a similar result 
forailfuture attempts of the Government to 
preveutthe publication of reports of National 
League meetings. 

The inquest in the case of the victims of the 
shouting by the police at Mitchellstown Was 
continued to-day. Mr. Morphy, counsel for 
the Crown, declared that the witness for the 
Government who had testified in the case had 
been insulted by Mr. Harrington, and that 
ene apes had not been reproved for his con- 

uct by the Coroner. He therefore declined to 
eall any more witnesses. The Coroner then 
called Capt. Seagrave, who took a promiuent 
part in dispersing the crowd on the occasion of 
the rioting, and examined himas to his knowl- 
edge of the affair. Coustabie Leahy’s evidence 
was taken at the hospital, where he is now con- 
fined, suffering from wounds received in the 
tight between the police and the people. He 
testitied that he was knocked down and beaten 
four times before he reached the barracks, and 
identified one of the jurymen as one of those 
who had obstructed him. 

Callinan, the informer, who is testifying for 
the Crown in the case against his confederates 
for the murder of Constable Whelehan, con- 
tinned his evidence at Enniss to-day. He said 
he disliked work. It appears from his testimony 
that his only stock in trade was that he mur- 
dered Pat Henbridge and had since been wel- 
comed every where. 

The summons obtained by the Rev. P. D. 
O'Reagan, Deun of the Catholic church at 
Mitchelistown, against Capt. Plunkett for tres- 
pass for entering the Dean’s grounds and dis- 
persing a crowd which had assembled there on 
the occasion of the trial of Mr. William O’Brien, 
has been diamissed by the magistrate on the 
ground of irregularity. 

The work of eviction at Gweedore was finished 
to-day. There wus no resistance or disorder. 


LONDON, Oct. 7.—In a speech at Aberyst- 
with this evening Lord Spencer said he was sat- 
istied that the League had nothing to do with 
crime in Ireland. Referring to the trial of Lord 
Mayor Sullivan, he said he would not advocate 
a breach of the law, butin the present state of 
affairs he could not expect anything different on 
the part of the [rish people. He was convinced 
more strongly than ever that Ireland needed 
home rule.

LONDON ANARCHISTS PROTEST. 

Lonpon, Oct. 7.—A combined meeting of 
Anarchists and Socialists was to have been held 
in Cleveland Hall, London, this evening to pro- 
test against the hanging of the Chicago Anarch- 
ists. When the time ariived for the opening the 
doors were tound to have been locked by the land- 
lord, the tenants of the hali—the Communistiker 


Arbeilbildutgsverein —not having paid their 
rent. The meeting was adjourned to an ad- 
jacent hall, occupied by a ciub of Communists. 
William Morris, the poet, presided. In his 
speech he said that the Chicago, cases showed 
him how svon the thin veneer of civiliza- 
tion over mere brutality was removed and 
the human beast exposed. A man named 
Bartlett, of the Socialist League, moved a 
resulution protesting against the sentences 
passed upon the Chicago Anarchists. He was 
supported by several speakers. One, named 
Seymour, said that every Anarchist at the Chi- 
cago weeting ougnt to have thrown a bomb at 
the police, and be hoped all would do so if the 
sentences were carried out. If he were brought 
beture Judge Gary he would consider it his 

roudest duty to rid the world of such a “ vil- 
ain.” The resolution was carried. 

The hunters and race horses belonging to Lord 
Ailesbury, who was recently warned off New- 
market Heath by the Jockey Club tor instruct- 
ing a jockey to pull a horse, will be sold imime- 
diately. 

It is rumored that Lord Salisbury, the Prime 
Minister, will soon pay a visit to Prince Bis- 
marck.

TALK OF THE DAY IN PARIS. 

Paris, Oct. 7.—Gen. Caftarel, Chief of 
the War Department staff, has peen suspended 
tor trafficking in decorations. 

Count von Munster, the German Ambassador, 
to-day handed to M. Fiourens, Minister of For- 


eign Affairs, $12,500, the amount agreed upon 
to be paid by the German Government as in- 
demnity to the family of Gamekeeper Brignon, 
who was recently shot dead on the Franco-Ger- 
man frontier. Count von Munster stated that 
ab inquiry was proceeding to fix the responsi- 
bility for Kaufmann’s act in shooting Brignon. 

A banquet wes given at Digne last night in 
honor of M. Spuller, Minister of Public Lustrue- 
tion. M. Spuller made a speecn, in which he said 
the fact that M. Grévy was in power was a 
pledge of security for France. His policy was 
peace. The speaker urged all Republicansa— 
all Frenchmen—to be reconciled to the policy of 
the Government. 

The statement that Grand Duke Nicholas had 
declared that under certain circumstances he 
and a number of other Russians would join the 
French Army is false, and probably arose from 
the following incident: While going to Dunkirk 
in a French ship the Captain of the vessel 
toasted the Grand Duke as “a naval officer of 
whom French seamen are proud.” A passenger 
cried ** Vive la Russe,” and the Grand Duke 
simply replied ‘* Vive la France.”

Lonpbon, Oct. 7.—News was received here 
to-day that the Sultan of Morocco, who has been 
critically ill for some time, is dead. His son, who 
is 16 years old, took the oath of office on his fath- 
er’s corpse and has assumed the Government. 


He has appointed his favorite uncle Grand 
Vizier. England has made a proposition to the 
powers that they all send men-of-war to Mo- 
rocco to protect their respective subjects there. 


Paris, Oct. 7.—In consequence of the 
death of the Sultan of Morocco the ironclad 
Courbet has been oriered to proceed to Tangier. 
The /emps states that a complete entente cor- 
diale exists between France and Spain regard- 
ing Morocco.

GIBRALTAR, Oct. 7.—Extensive prepara- 
tions are being made at Turifa for encamping 
Spanish troops. 


TANGIER, Oct. 7.—It is reported that the 
attempt to poison the late Sultan was the result 
of a harem intrigue. Some time ago poison was 
discovered in some food prepared fur the Sultan, 
and since then he bad eaten nothing unless the 
servants partook of it first.

WILD EXCITEMENT FOLLOWS AN OUT- 
BREAK OF YELLOW FEVER. 

Kry WEsT, Fla., Oct. 7.—Passengers by 

steamer to-night from Tampa confirm the re- 


ports already received of the appearance and ; 


spread of yellow fever at that place. Details 
show that the situation is grave and has 
not been exaggerated. Upto the steamer’s de- 
parture lest night over 30 cases had broken out 
and four deaths had occurred.

the wildest axcitement prevails, and a perfect 

panic has seized the inhabitants. The fever ap- 

pears to have supplanted reason, no one seern- 

ingiy knowing what treatment to adopt, and 

Se ged even physicians, seeking safety in 
ight. 

Long before the disease was officially pro- 
nounced vellow fever a hurried exodus occurred. 
The city is now _ virtually being desert- 
ed. Every train leaving is loaded with 
human freight, white and black, while carriages, 
wagons, boats, and every other means of con- 
veyance are brought into requisition for trans- 
porting passengers to adjoining towns, while 
many are camping out in the woods. Stores, 
hotels, and all other places of business are 
closed, the proprietors having fled from the city. 
The panic was so great that in many instances 
thousands of dollars worth of property was left 
unprotected, and special police had to be sworn 
in to prevent depredations, 

A visit to several of those attacked with the 
disease showed it to be typical yellow jack of 
the mast virulent character, the worst feature 
being that no eflorts were made to prevent its 
spread, either by isolating patients or fumigat- 
ing the premises. Mattresses and bedding of 
every description, covered with black vomit, 
were exposed in the streets. 

Should the scourge eontinue at Tampa strict 
quarautine will be established, which will ne- 
cessitate a change in the transportation of the 
West India mail. Some point below Tampa, 
probably Punta Gorda, will be seletted to con- 
nect with the steamers. 


DAVITT ON IRELAND. 


HE IS GOING HOME AND EXPECTS TO 
JUMP INTO JAIL. 
PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 7.—Michael Davitt 
arrived in this city at 7 o’clock to-night on the 
day express from the West and was met at 
the Broad-Street Station by Hugh McCaffrey, 
Vice-President of the Irish National League 
of Awerica and President of the Municipal 


Council of this city. Mr. Davitt went 
to the Continental Hutel, and spent the evening 
quietly in his rooms with Mr. McCaffrey. Very 
few knew of his presence in thiscity. Mr. Davitt 
will leave the city to-morrow morning. He came 
through from Minneapolis, where he addressed 
the Knights of Labor Convention on Wednesday. 
“I’m going home next Wednesday, and I’m 
going to jump right into work, and 
3 expect to jump _ into jail,” said 
Mr. Davitt to a TImMeEs reporter’ with 
a gleam of determination in his eye. 
“Tbere’s plenty of work to do, and I’m going to 
do all I ean for Ireland. I will not be deprived 
of my free speech while J breathe the breath of 
life. I will defy no one, but I will stand up for 
my Own rights and the rights of my countrymen. 
The sympathy of the English public and 
the Enelish press for Ireland’s poor is a 
good omen, and during my ehort visit in 
America I have found that there is a deeper in- 
terest here in [reland’s welfare at the present 
time than there ever has been before. [’m 
not given to talking nonsense about Ire- 
land. I look ealmly and coolly at the 
practical side of things, and [ can see 
@ silent influence at work that wears a brighter 
future for Ireland within a short time. The 
agricultural condition of [Ireland this year has 
been more than it possibly ever was before. 
Landlords in many instances have been obliged 
to reduce their rents fully 60 percent. Others 
that should bave done so have not, but they will 
be obliged to sce the justice of such a reduction 
before long.”

INDIGNANT THAT ACTION WAS TAKEN

“It’s no trade, gentlemen,” said Mr. 
Robert Garrett to Edward S. Stokes and a small 


| party of friends at the Hoffman House early 


last evening. 
He referred to the sale of the Baltimore and 


| Ohio Telegraph Company to Jay Gould. The 


announcement—most emphatically made—was a 
genuine surprise to Mr. Stoxes and his friends. 
They supposed the sale had been ratified and 
that all papers relating to it nad been signed, 
They hinted as much, 
asking Mr. Garrettif he had read the papers. 
Mr. Garrett replied that he had, but repeated 
that in epite of everything said and done the 


; Baltimore and Ohio Telegraph Company had 


not yet been absorbed by its hungry rival. 

Mr. Garrett looked and spoke as if he were 
very much in earnest. He had spent a busy 
day. He reached the Brevoort House not long 
before noon, having just arrived from 
Europe on the steamer Ems. He was accom- 
panied on the trip by Mrs. Garrett and by 
Messrs. 8. F. and W. H. Frick, his relatives. 
Though besieged on the pier for his opinion of 
recent developments in his railroad and tele- 
graph properties, he refused to talk, and even 
looked surprised when asked if he thought 
Gould had obtained a bargain in the telegraph 
company. It was supposed at the time that Mr. 
Garrett's surprise was only assumed, as he has 
never been much addicted to discussing busi- 
a eae except with those directly inter- 
ested. 

It seems, however, that Mr. Garrett was hon- 
esatly surprised, and the news he heard deepened 
the ruddy glow that shows through a heavy coat 
of tan on his English whiskered cheeks. Though 
he spent over two months in Europe, for a part 
of the time assisting Mr. Depew, Mr. Blaine, 
and other Americans in enjoying themselves, 
Mr. Garrett had no intention of reaching New- 
York in the tirst week of October—at least he 
had no such intention two weeks ago. But he 
has been kept informed of the march of events 
on this side of the Atlantic so far as it affected 


| his interests, and, when he learned that the 


Baltimore and Ohio syndicate was contemplat- 
ing the sale of the telegraph, be quickly deter- 
mined that his place was in New-York. 

There is no exaggeration in the statement 
thatit put Mr. Garrett ina bad humor to dis- 
cover that the syndicate apparently considered 
his presence entirely unnecessary, Mr. Garrett 
thought so much haste unseemly, and in dis- 
cussing the sale last evening he said so. ‘The 
ayndicate night have waited, he thought, until 


+ he was upon the ground before it disposed of a 


property in the preservation of which he wag 
particularly interested. It looked odd, he said, 
that an attempt should be made to sell the 
property while he was on the ocean and notin a 
position to interfere with plans in which he was 
at least entitled to a voice. 

Before Mr. Garrett left the Hoffman House he 
had impressed his hearers with the idea that 
Gould might experience a good deal of trouble 
before he could legally claim the Baltimore and 
Ohio Telegraph Company as his own. Of one 
thing they were satistied—that Gould would not 
be allowed to keep his new purchase at the price 
he is said to have paid, for Mr. Garrett, in addi- 
tion to announcing that no trade had been made, 
said that Gould would under no circumstances 
get the Baltimore and Ohio Telegraph Company 
for $5,000,000; he would have to pay a good 
deal bigger fizure, for he was the last man in the 
country to whom Garrett would be willing to 
sell. 

Robert Garrett did not say all this until he had 
a long talk with John K. Cowan and other coun- 
sel. He spent several hours at the Brevoort 
in consultation with his lawyers, and the mat- 
ters under discussion were cousidered so impor- 
tant that 2 o’clock arrived befere Mr.Garrett be- 
thought him of a promise he had made to lunch 
with some friends atthe Manhattan Club, Lunch 
having been disposed of, Mr. Garrett walked up 
to the Hoffman House, and there made opponents 
of Western Union and friends of competitors’ 
telegraphy happy by declaring that he meant 
fight and felt sure of winning. He was inclined 
to this way of thinking through the knowledge 
thatthe Baltimore and Obio Telegraph Com- 
pany was indebted to bim personally in the not 
altugether trivial sum of between $3,000,000 
and $4,000,000. 

When Mr. Garrett returned to the Brevoort 
House last evening be was not in a talkative 
mood, so far as business ia concerned. He had 
nothing tu say, ‘* not now, at least; perhaps in a 
day or two.” 

Notwithstanding Mr. Garrett's talk and 
threats, what had been arranged by the Execu- 
tive Committee of the Western Union Tel- 
egraph Company and the Drexel-Morgan 
syndivate was confirmed yesterday by the 
Western Union’s Direct@rs, who met and 
ratified the action of the committee In purchas- 
ing the Baltimore and Ohio Telegrayh system. 
This was merely formal. The by-iaws of the 
company required it, so a call was Issued, and 
Jay Gould, George J. Gould, Russell Saxe, 
Samuel Sloan, T. F. Eckert, J. T. Terry, J. Van 
Horn, and Dr. Norvin Green, President of the 
company, gravely answered it and gave the 
comunittee’s doings the benefit of their sanction.

UNWORTHY OUSTOMS OFFIOERS. 


A BAD STATE OF AFFAIRS IN THE 
PUGET SOUND DISTRICT. 

PORTLAND, Oregon, Oct. 7.—Recent inves- 
tigations into the workings of the Puget Sound 
customs district have resulted in some startling 
developments, although the full details are not 
yet made public. The investigation was set on 
foot by Herbert F. Beecher, acting as Special 
Agent of the Treasury Department, and several 
Inspectors have been permitted to resign. It 
has been an open secret for months that the 
grosses kind of frauds upon the Custom House 
in the Sound districthave been perpetrated, un- 
til the smugglers and their confeaerates became 
so emboldened that they hardly tried to conceal 
their doings. All the provisions of the Restric- 


tion act were virtually set aside, and the Chinese 
came across the border in droves with as little 
trouble as if that act had never been passed by 
Congress. It is a curious fact that 1,000 certifi- 
cates which were to be issued undef the law to 
outgoing Chinese disappearea from the Port 
Townsend Custom House. These certificates 
were subsequently presented by incoming Mon- 
golians, who bad never before been in the 
country. 

Any quantity of opium bas been brought into 
Portiand which never had the stamp of the 
United States Curtom House upon it or paid a 
cent of duty. In many instances it came 
through with the collusion of certain custom 
otticers belonging to the same district. Some 
idea of the magnitude of tne trade may be 
gained when it is known that in Victoria there 
are 11 opium-cooking establishments where the 
crude opium is prepared fer the American mar- 
ket, and it reaches the United States without a 
tithe of 1t paying duty. It is chargea that 
certain officials who are in the ring have been 
known, whenever a shipment of the drug was 
expected along the Sound, to send their subordi- 
hates on some trivial errand, and while they 
were away the vessel containing the opium 
would be inspected and passed. 

Investigations are now going on which way 
resultin making several more vacancies in the 
custom service for Puget Sound. But the ring 
is so influential that it will be a diflicult matter 
to break it up.

A SCRAMBLE FOR TWO JUDGESHIPS. 
BINGHAMTON, Oct. 7.—For three days 
past the Republieen Convention of the Sixth 
Judicial District has been in session here en- 
deavoring to nominate two candidates for Su- 
preme Court Justices to succeed the Hon. 
Douglas Boardman, of Tompkins County, and 
the Hon. Francis Gilbert, of Delaware County. 
There are seven aspirants for judicial honors: 
A. P. Smith, of Cortland; E. G. Wagner, of Dela- 
ware; G. A. Forves, of Madison; 8S. P. Edick, of 
Otsego; Charles A. Parker, of Tioga; Marcus 


Lyons, of Tompkins, and Oliver P. Hurd, of 
Schuyler. The claims of the several candidates 
are being strongly urged by crowds of support- 
ers from their individual districts. Thus far 
195 ballots have been taken without reach- 
ing «a decision. The vote upon the 
first ballot stood: Smith, 1; Wagner, 1; 
Forbes, 1: Ediek, 2; Parker, 2; Lyona, 
2,and Hurd 2. The one hundred and ninety- 
fifth ballot gave Smith 2, Wagner 1, Forbes 1, 
Edick 2, Parker 2, Hurd 3, and Loyns 0. Itis 
conceded that Parker ceuld be elected easily if 
Chenango County’s delegate—Isaac Newten— 
would consent to a combination favorable to 
Edick. On the other hand, it is urged that the 
fact that Broome and Chemung Counties now 
have Supreme Court Justices will operate vgainst 
Parker, as the western and northern sections of 
the Sixth District are wore in need of a Justice 
than the Southern Tier. Caucuses are being held 
continually, and it is believed that one candidate 
will be nominated before morning. Tbe legal 
fraternity of the district is largely represented 
here, and the liveliest interest is manifested in 
the proceedings. 

At9 o'clock the delegates reassembled and 
took one ballot, which gave Smith 1; Wagner, 2; 
Forbes, 1; Edick, 2; Parker, 2; Lyon, 2, and 
Hurd, 1. The convention then adjourned until 
to-morrow morning at 10 o’cluck. 


DENNIS KEAKNEY’S MISSION. 

CuicaGco, Oct. 7.—Dennis Kearney, the 
agitator, arrived from the Pacific coast this 
morning, and started for New-York in the after- 
noon to take part in the three-cornered political 
struggle waging between the Democrats, Repub- 
licans, and followers of Henry George. Mr. 
Kearney, on reaching Chicago, made an immedi- 


ate effort to see the condemned Anarchiats, 
particularly Parsons. The Pacitic coast agitator 
was quietly but firmly denied admission to the 
jail by the otticers in charge. He went away 
lamenting and telling how, four years ago, be 
had advised Parsons to leave bombs alone and 
take to ballots, or he would surely get his neck 
ina halter. But Parsons only laughed. 

Kearney says that in New-York he will make 
a series of speeches, taking the ground that the 
question of questions for the workingmen at 
this time is not the far off-issue of land taxation, 
but shall the laboring people concentrate every 
effort upou passing a law through the very next 
session of Congress making the exclusion of 
Chinese froim the country absolute. He will 
urge that the hands of the Democrats be 
strengthened—their Representatives at present 
being the strongest anti-Chinese advocates. It 
will be a much greater victory, he thinks, for the 
workingmen now to help pass the Mitchell anti- 
Chinese bill when Congress asssembles than 
for a side issue to weaken the Democracy and 
indirectly strengthen their pru-Chinese Repub- 
lican opponents. . After leaving New-York Mr. 
Kearney proposes to renew the anti-Chinese agi- 
tation in the principal cities of Canada,

THE MEN OF THE VOLUNTEER 
IN FANEUIL HALL. 
GREETED BY A VAST THRONG OF EN: 
THUSIASTIC CITIZENS AND OVER« 

WHELMED WITH PRAISES. 


Boston, Oct. 7.—Gen. Paine and Edward 
Burgesa, owner and designer of the Volunteer, 
received, their friends in Faneuil Hall to-night, 
So many friends were there that thousands could 
not get into the hall at all, but they showed their 
patriotism by echoing on the outside the cheers 
that fairly shook the walls from the inside 
and made the gilded butterfly quiver on 
the spire above. The crowd inside rocked the 
old cradle as it has seldom, if ever, been rocked 
before. An hour before the hall was opened 
there were enough people to fill it, and in the 
twinkling of an eye after the great doors were 
thrown open the hall was full, but the streets 
were not empty by any means. 

The hall was decorated in an elaborate man- 
ner. Flying from every vantage point were 
yards and yards of bunting, yacht flags, ensigns, 
and private signals. A ship’s bell tolled off the 
hours. The floral pieces on the platform were 
quite unique. On either hand was a mammoth 
representation of a yacht under full sail, and 
potted plants and flowers filled up the interior, 

Gen. Paine and Mr. Burgess were promptly on 
hand and were let into the hail py the “ little 
back door.” As soon as their beads poked up in 
sight the audience became wild. It resolved it- 


self into a Committee of the Whole and 
cheered—yelled is the more proper word. They 
cheered and cheered, and then they tied their 
cheers together and attached a tiger on the end. 
This was kept up until they were tired. 

Mayor O’Brien presid He warmly com- 
mended Gen. Paine and Mr. Burgess for their 
patriotism and skill, and congratulated them on 
the success which crowned their efforts. He 
closed by introducing Gen. Paine. The pande- 
monium broke loose again, and it was @ long 
time before the General could be heard. He 
made a very modest address, and was followed 
by Mr. Burgess, who received a perfect ovation. 
Mr. Burgess paid a high tribute to Gen. Paine, 
and claimed only to be bis executive ofticer. 

Mayor O’Brien got fairly started in reading 
letters of regret, beginning with one from Gen. 
Butler, when a mighty roar was heard outside 
It didn’t take long to solve the mystery, for 
Mate Haff, son of Capt. Hank Haff, came 
climbing up the spiral staircase, at the rear of 
the platform, and benind him came the erew of 
the Volunteer. The reception they received 
fairly took their breaths away. They looked 
almost unhappy at the warmth of their recep- 
tion, and appeared heartily glad when they got 
a chance to sit down in the front row of chairs 
on the platform. 

The Rev. Minot J. Savage read a poem on the 
victory of the Volunteer, and speeches were 
made by Charles A. Prevet, the Rev. J. P. Bod 
fish, Gov. Ames, and many others. Letters of 
regret were received from Gen. Butler, the Non. 
Charles Devens, the Hon. Henry Cabot Lo.ize, 
and many others. The poet Holmes, in his 
epistle, said: 

“T regret that itis notin my power to accept the 
polite invitation of the city of Boston to attend the 
popular reception to be given to Gen. Charles J. 
Paine and Mr. Edward Burgess on Friday, Oct. T. 
Both are my friends, and one of them, Gen. Paine, 
is my near connection. Proud as I am of their 
achievement, Iown that the General is the only 
commander ever I heard of who made himeelf ilius- 
trious by running away from all his opponents,” 

During the evening Dahlgren Post, No. 2 
G. A. R., of South Boston, marched over it 
a bedy with band and drum corps. They bore ¢ 
banner, on which was inscribed: 


“We were the volunteers in 1861. We welcome 
the Volunteer of 1887.” 


After the speeches were concluded the great 
crowd passed in file upon the stage and shovk 
hands with both Paine and Burgess. The crowd 
outside captured the Volunteer’s crew and im 
provised a procession, which escorted them te 
the Quincy House, where they are at present 
staying. 


INVESTIGATION VOTED DOWN. 


SHARP COMMENTS IN THE BOARD OF 
FOREIGN MISSIONS. 

SPRINGFIELD, Mass., Oct. 7.—The final 
session of the American Board of Commissioners 
of Foreign Missions was held to-day. The Rev. 
Dr. A. H. Plumb offered a resolution for the ap 
pointment of a special committee to investigate 
the methods of the Prudential Committee. On 
motion of Dr. Noble the resolution was laid on 
the table. Dr. Piumb alluded to Prof. E. ©. 
Smyth asadisturber of the unanimity of the 


Prudential Committee, and referred to his mas- 
terly generalship. 

Prof. Smyth said the great question was how 
the Congregational churches could carry the 
Gospel to the ends of the earth. The real ques- 
tion was one of principles rather tpan methods 
of administration. Dr. Smyth referred to the 
methods used by the majority in electing cor 
porate members. Thirteen were chosen yester- 
day and all but one were committed to a certain 
prineiple. Last year at Des Moines there was a 
free, open discussion—no caucus—and no men 
bers pledged to carry out the details of the cau- 
cus. “Are weto let this policy go on unmmodi- 
fied?” he asked. “I know of scores of persons 
who might bein the mission field to-day work- 
ing for the Master who are shut out by the 
action taken here. If we go on in this way new 
members will be added every year to sap 
port one side of a theological controver- 
sy. We are doing things which are 
never allowed to be carried on in 
the administratien of a olitical party. 
I would follow the Lord Jesug Christ to death if 
need be, but I woula never submit to such 
tyrannical rules as are adopted here.” Dr. 
Smyth touched upon the probation theory, 
avowed his concern for the fate of the innumer- 
able dead, and said: ‘You are putting this 
board into opposition to the whole ocean of hu- 
manity of which Christ is tne bead, and your 
rules and resolutions will be swept away by 
the universal power of Christ’s love and divin- 
ity.” 

The next meeting of the board will be held in 
Cleveland, Ohie, and Dr. N. J. Burton iste 
preach the sermon.

The General Secretary makes a number of 
recommendations, some of whieh are: The 
establishment of a co-operative savings associ- 
ation, the primary object of whieh will be to 
establish a home for the order in every town or 
city where the order exists; that the General 
Secretary have entire control of his office force; 
that State assemblies be made compulsory in- 
stead of permissive; that there be legislation 
which will make more stringent the prohibition 
of the use of the name of the order or any of its 
symbols for business purposes. 

Mrs. Lenora M. Barry, General Iavestigator of 
the Order, made her report to-day. She recom- 
mended that it be made compulsory upon every 
district assembly, States assembly, or national 
trade assembly to have, according to member- 
ship and iurisdiotion, one or more educators, for 
the purpose of teaching the true principles of 
the order, and that such instructors be required 
to pass an examination by the General Master 
Vorkman on their qualifications for the position, 
and cited instances of cruel treatment of work- 
ingwomen by their employers. 

The report of the General Executive Board, 
after giving a description of the building pur- 
chased last Winter in Philadelphia for the use 
of the board, takes up in regular order 1,883 
cases on which the committee passed during the 
year. Most of these areinsignificantandfew have 
any public interest. Requests, appeals, protests, 
demands, applications, queries, complaints, fol- 
low each other in bewildering profusion. Among 
the most important documents referred to is the 
report of the Committee on Conspiracy appoint- 
ed at the Richmond Convention. ‘ Your 
committee,” says the report, ‘are unan- 
imously of opinion that a speedy ex- 
ample should be made in some of the many 
sases of conspiracy that are constantly arising, 
as it is very evident that the laws are being 
used for the intimidation of our brothers every- 
where, with scarcely an exception, and the 
sooner such example is successfully made the 
better it will be not only for the Knights of 
Labor, but for society generally.” Members of 
the order are recommended to refuse to purchase 
goods from many firms, whose names are given, 
on account of their opposition to the order. 


HELPS FOR APPLICANTS. 
INFORMATION FROM THE STATE CIVIL 
SERVICE COMMISSION, 

ALBANY, N. Y., Oct. 7.—The New York 
Civil Service Commission has just issued for dis- 
tribution three brief pamphlets bearing upon 
the work of the commission, and of special in- 
terestin view of the examinations to be held 
throughout the State on Nov. 15. Copies of the 
pamphlets will be furnished on application to 
the Secretary of the commission. The examina- 
tions referred to are to be held at Albany, Au- 


burn, Binghamton, Brooklyn, Buffalo, Elmira, 
Geneseo, Greenport, Ithaca, Jamestown, Middle- 
town, Newburg, New-York, Ogdenburg, Platts- 
burg, Poughkeepsie, Rochester, Syracuse, Utica, 
Watertown, and Whitehall. 

The first of the pamphlets 1s entitled “ In- 
formation for Applicants.” After referring to 
the date and places at which the examinations 
are to de held, and stating that these examina- 
tions are for clerkships ef various kinds, messen- 
gera, &e., and reformatory guards at Eimira, the 
rule in regard to citizenship is given} and those 
in regard to certifications and selections 
from the eligible lists. The various 
grades of clerkships are described, 
with statements of the compensation 
and of the subjects upon which candidates will 
be examined. Following this isinformation of a 
similar character touching office messengers, 
guards at the Elmira Reformatory, and keepers 
and guards at the State prisons at Sing Sing, 
Auburn, and Dannemora. Then information is 
given in regard to the examination for rodmen, 
levelmen, and assistant éngineers on the public 
works, which is to be held in New-York on Oct. 
18. The pamphlet closes with a reference to 
optional subjects of examination. 

The second pamphlet is entitled ‘Special Reg- 
niations for Examinations,” and gives general 
information to applicants in regard to the man- 
ner of conducting the examinations. 

The third pamphlet is entitled ‘ Register of 
Qualifications, Schemes for Examinations, and 
Limits of Age.” In this is given more at length 
the character of the examinations for various 
specific positions, with a statement of the sub- 
jects, obligatory and optional, in each case, and 
the weight allowed to eachin the computation 
of averages. This will be found of interest to 
many others besides those who propose to enter 
the examinations. 

The papers in the general examinations will 
all be graded at Albany upon a uniform system. 
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LANDLORDISM IN IOWA. 
HUNDREDS OF FAMILIES EVICTED BY 
THE WESTERN LAND COMPANY. 

Des MornEs, Iowa, Oct. 7.—The report 
from Washington that heartless evictions, rival- 
ing the brutalities in Ireland, are in progress in 
O’Brien County, this State, has been received 
with incredulity. THe Timeés’s correspondent 
has just been favored with an interview with one 
intelligent resident of O’Brien County who con- 
firms and makes worse the Washington state- 
ment. The lands by succession became the quasi 
property of the Milwaukee and St. Paul Road, 


and Close Brothers, now the Western 
Land Company, took the road’s in- 
terest. Correspondence between Secre- 
tary Teller and Gov. Sherman led the 
public to believe that the lands were open to 
settlement, and 140 families, chiefly Scandi- 
navians, squatted thereon. The statement is 
made that about a hundred families have been 
evicted, and that the rest will be removed in 
November. Many details of brutality and harsh- 
ness in the August evictions are ftirnished, the 
most notable cases being those of the Peterson 
family, the Carr family, Mrs. Scott, and Mr. 
Cooper. The O’Brien ielator says the Finch 
family locked their doors against the intruders, 
but the doors and windows were broken in and 
and the members of the family were carried 
out and compelled .to spend the night 
in the public road. In the case of Nels 
Nelson a like proceeding took place. 
He was So terrorized by the troop of armed men 
and by the levies on his live stock and furniture 
that he surrendered and signed the company’s 
lease. Others have been terrorized into doing 
the same thing. In one case the mother-in-law 
waa sick abed. She was carried out into a hard 
rain and compelled to spend the night there, and 
in the morning seek euch shelter as the family 
could find for her. He states that he under- 
stands Gen. Black will bring suit in all the cases 
to evict the evictors, and adds that the settlers 
are very loth to discuss the outrages, fearing 
they know not what.

Los ANGELES, Cal., Oct. 7.—A letter has 
just been received by Gen. John Baldwin, of 
this city, from parties near Durango, Mexico,

structed the United States Consul at Durango to 
make a fullinvestigation. The letter gives new 
facts concerning the affair, and states that the 
bandits, after robbing and killing Baldwin, went 
to Ventaues and robbed the store of an old man 
there, also taking his son and holding him for 
ransom. Villagers pursued the bandits and sur- 
prised and killed five of them. Among these 
was one of the murderers of Baldwin. The people 
were greatly vleased that some of the worst 
characters in the community were thus put to 
death.

COOPER & HEWITI'S MINES. 
REOPENING OF THE COOPER AND SHER- 
MAN MINES AT SPARTA. 
MIDDLETOWN, N. Y., Oct. 7.—Among the 
more important mining operations recently un- 
dertaken in the adjoining county of Sussex is 
the reopening of the Sherman iron mines near 
Sparta by Cooper & Hewitt. These mines are 
situated on lands owned by Misa Lesbia Sher- 
nan, of Elizabeth, N. J., and were formerly 
worked to soine extent, but when the depression 
in the iron trade came, in connection with 


the panic of 1873, they were abandoned. 
Messrs. Cooper and Hewitt leased them 
a short time ago for a term of 
years, and the firm is now making eood 
progress in reopening work. A hoisting engine 
and steam compressor and drills and pump have 
been set up at the principal shaft, and the ore is 
now being raised at the rate of three to four car- 
loads a day. The ore is shipped to the Oxford 
Furnace for reduction. It is now hauled by 
wagons te the New-York, Susquehanna and 
Western Raflroad at Sparta, but a tramway is 
under construction that will connect the mines 
with the railroad by a shorter cut. It is report- 
ed that very recent excavations have developed 
a large body of superior ore. 

The Bedell mine, which is about three miles 
distant from the Sherman mines, and which was 
opened by Cooper & Hewitt last Spring, contin- 
ues to be the scene of active operations. The 
ore produced at this mine is forwarded to the 
Pequest Furnace tor reduction, and is said to be 
peculiarly adapted for conversion into Bessemer 
steel, There is a notable revival of the iron and 
zine industries, and inquiry for mining proper- 
ties just now prevailing throughout Northern 
New-Jersey. The Fianders Iron Compa- 
ny, &® new concern, with headquarters 
at Wilmington, Del, has just bought 
the Judson Search mine at Stanhope, and com- 
menced taking ont ore. The company 1s organ- 
ized with $130,000 capital stock. Work was re- 
sumed receutly at the old Canisteer and Donker 
mines, near Stockholm, and at a number of the 
lodes along the new Morria County Railroad. 
The Lehigh Iron and Zine Company, at Frank- 
lin, has inereased its output of ore from 1,000 
to 1,800 tons a month, and the new Kishpaugh 
mine, near Hope, in about the same proportion. 
The smelting furnaces throughout the mining 
district are doinga larger business just now 
than at any time since 1872.

A USELESS COMBINATION. 
NOTHING DONE AT CHICAGO TOWARD 
ADVANCING FREIGHT RATES. 


CuicaGo, Oct. 7.—The General Managers 
of the reads in the Western and Northwestern 
railway freight bureau met again to-day at 
Chairman Farthorn’s office to complete the de- 
tails ef the new agreement entered into the 
day previous. Owing to the emphatio refusal 
of the Burlington and Northera, the Minnes- 
sota and Northwestern, and Iowa Central Rail- 
roads to join the combination, nothing could 
be done except to affirm the action of yesterday, 


that any rates made by the roads not in the 
association should be met by the joint action of 
the roads inthe recognized combination. The 
Milwaukee and 8t. Paul and the Wisconsin Cen- 
traljoined the new combmation and will act 
withit. General Manager Stone, of the Bur- 
lington and Quincy, said that the Burlington 
and Northern would make no efforts to demor- 
alize agreed rates, andif it should be compelled 
to reduce rater to meet the competition of the 
Minnesota and Northwestern or other inde- 
pendent lines, his road would wnt bef notify 
the association of such action. This pleage, it is 
understood, induced the Burlington to remain 
in the association. 

The action taken by the meeting virtually 
amounts to nothing, as rates cannot be ad- 
vanced or maintained with these lines outside 
the combination. The Minnesota and North- 
western and its ally, the Iowa Central, 
are determined to push the fight with 
the utmost vigor, and the Burlington, 
and Northern left the combination for the very 
purpose of being free to meet the competition of 
the Minnesota and Northwestern. Any frates 
mads by those roads will have to be 
met by the wssociation lines. The lat- 
ter are prevented by the terms of the 
agreement from promptly meeting the 
cut] rates made by the iadependent lines, and 
this _— them at such @ disadvantage that 
complications will soon arise to cause a collapse 
of the new agreement. That the association is 
powerless to stop the demoralization in 
rates is best shown by a vote taken 
to-day on a proposition to advance grain rates 
from St. Pauland Minneapolis to Chicago from 
71g to 12 cents. The proposition was defeated, 
owing to the refusal of one or two roads to ad- 
vance the rates unless the Burlington and North- 
ern Minnesota and Northwestern did likewise. 


IN RICHMOND TERMINAL,

Detroit and St. Louis ‘are to compete for what 
the billboards will call the “championship of 
the world.” It was a German philosopher who 


once alarmed every man as to his own sanity by 
startling the universe with the dictum that it is 
an evidence of mental incapacity to assert as an 
incontrovertible fact that which no one dare 
challenge. As basebail is nowhere else played 
professionally, the suspicion is at least quite 
tolerable that the games here between recog- 
nized experts, such as comprise the National 
League for example, are practically for the 
championship of the world if they are for the 
championship of the States, If the ball play- 
ing over which thousands have been shouting 
themselves hoarse was and is for any champion- 
ship at all, then it must be such a one as will ad- 
mit of no other sharing inits lustre.

That 
opinion will award “the world’s championship” 
not to the club that may Win a majority of 15 
games in October, but to the one that has had to 
do hard battle for six months, not with a ruck of 
dummies, but with the best players money could 
pring agaiust it, and that now, having acquired 
the real championship, goes to its rest, and 
in so doing yields more or less insensi- 
bly to the indifference that precedes re- 
laxation after a task well performed. It 
need surprise no ono that the Detroit Club is 
willing enough to emerge ina manner from its 
rest and simulate an air of interest when there 
is set before its manager the strong temptation 
of box offices opened afresh, and upon a basis 
perfectly agreeable to both sides. The Chicago 
Club yielded in 1885, and then, having failed to 
defeat the St. Louis Club, denied that the series 
of games had been for any championship, In 
1886 they yielded again, and then, having been 
positively defeated, they did not think it worth 
while to make any statement, trusting to the 
good sense of the community to recognize that 
the club, which had nothing to. lose by that su 
plementary series and everything to win, could 
more readily conquer the leading League play- 
ers in October than in July or August.

Mrs. William Coogan, of 422 West Forty- 
fifth-street, through her lawyer, Thomas Cush- 
| ng, ot 335 Broadway, intends taking active 
| measures for the recovery of her household fur- 
| niture, which she had stored &t the storage 
} warehouse of John J. Timmins, in Harlem, and 
which was sold Sept. 26 to satisfy a loan of $12, 
, secured by a@ mortgage on the furniture. Mr. 
and Mrs. Coogan, on breaking up housekeeping 
| last July, stored their more valuable household 
; furniture and other effects at Timmins’s ware- 
|; house. The storage charges were fixed at $3 
per month, it being understood at the time that 
' the Coogans were not necessarily obliged to 


i 


| pay the same until a notice was sent to them 
to that effect. 

Not long afterward, being in somewhat strait- 
| ened circumstances, Mr. Coogan went to Tim- 
| 


mins and asked him for alvan of $8, thinking 
that he would be willing to make the advance 
on the furniture stored with him. Timmins, 
Mr, Coogan says, referred him to Arthur Hope, 
ot 2 West Fourteenth-street, who in turn sent 
him to his attorney, Harvey Weed, in the Potter 
Building. Weed drew up a chattel mortgage, 
at the same time exacting a note of hand from 
Coogan for the sum of $12. On the surrender 
of the storage warehouse receipt and giving 
Weed a further mortgage of $12 in payment 
for his stupendous services, Coogan got 
his money and went away happy. In 
reply to a letter which he _ received 
Sept. 8, announcing that the property would be 
sold unless he paid up at once, Coogan went to 
Hope's office to cancel the loan. Hope told him 
to call Monday and bring $25 with him in 
order to aquare everything up, The Coogans 
followed these instructions, but the Monday in 
question, being Labor Day, they failed to find 
Hope, whose office was closed, No further atten- 
tion was paid tothe matter by the Coogans until 
they received a letter Sept. 27, dated the 23d, 
signed Joseph Phillips, and announcing that 
their furniture would be sold on the 26th unless 
the debt was canceled previous to that date. 
Coogan, on going to the storage warehouse, was 
informed that the furniture had been removed 
and soid for $102. 

Phillips, who manipulated this delicate matter 
on behalf of the mortgagees, was formerly a 
City Marshal, but now makes a specialty of col- 
lecting and foreclosing chattel mortgages, and 
keeps an office at 132 Nassau-street. Phillips 
Says the Coogans received due notice of the sale. 
He wrote tod them under date ot Sept. 23, and 
registered the letter. Inasmuch, however, as 
they had meanwhile removed to a different ad- 
dress, they did not get the letter until Sept. 27. 
The only other notice of the sale was a very 
general advertisement, Sept. 23, which apprised 
the public that Myer Elsas & Co., of 4 Riving- 
ton-street, would sell, that day, various matters of 
household furniture, but whether said furniture 
was sold under foreclosure or how it was sold 
was not specified. Messrs. Phillips, Weed, and 
Elsas seem to be on the bestof terms with 
one another. Phillips claims that everybody 
acted fairly in this matter. Weed was anxious 
to have his name kept out of the papers. Elsas 
said the furniture in question was old second- 
hand stuff, barely worth the figure it brought at 
auction. He averred that he could produce the 
purchasers at the hearing Wednesday before 
Justice Murray, and that they would swear that 
the stuff they had bought was the merest truck. 
At the same time his books did not disclose 
with anything like accuracy the names and 
addresses of the successful bidders at the auc- 
tion sale. He did not know the name of the 
man who purchased the piano, although he de- 
clared his ability to find him if necessary. He 
described the piano, which Mrs. Coogan claims 
to have been worth $250, as a battered 61:-0c- 
tave affair, which he had hard work to ‘“‘ whoop 
up” to $45. The trunks, he says, were full of 
rags, which smelled so that he-was afraid to open 
them, so that they were knocked down without 
being opened. These trunks, Mrs. Coogan says, 
contained many valuable books, not to speak of 
other articles. The bric-d-brac is claimed by the 
auctioneer to have consisted of broken dishes, 
an old cuspidore, and a battered image of the 
Virgin Mary. 

Besides all this, Phillips says that at the time 
the Coogans applied for the loan of $12 there 
was already a mortgage of $115 om the furni- 
ture in favor of the Fidelity and Casualty Com- 
pany, of 167 Broadway, which matter was con- 
cealed from Hope’s knowledge. Hope claims 
that Timmins did not send the Coogans to him, 
as he had never heard of Timmins and did not 
know him. In spite of all these statements, 
however, the inventory of her bélongings made 


| by Mrs. Coogan when she resolved to store them 
} specifies 150 articles, whose value in the aggre- 


gate, even at the lowest valuation, must have 
been not far from $500. 


THE NEW CITY BUILDING. 
FEATURES OF THE GENERAL PLAN SE- 
LECTED BY THE CONTROLLING BOARD. 

Mayor Hewitt, Recorder Smyth, and Con- 


troller Loew yesterday reported to the Sinking 
i 


Fund Commissioners a general plan and site for 


| the construction of the new Criminal Court 
6. Errors— | Building. It is proposed to accommodate in the 


new building all the criminal courts and the va- 
rious public departments that are now quar 
} tered in leased premises. The Commissioners 


adopted the report and offered five premiums, 
ranging from $1,000 to $5,000, for the best 
plans for the structure, to be submitted before 
March 1, 

The building will be erected in the City Hall 
Park, because it will bring the departments and 
the courts In close proximity, thus saving much 
valuable time and expense to the citizens and 
the public officers. In order to economize space, 
the committee eoncluded that the building 
should take the form of two wings, one fronting 
on Broadway and the other on Park-row, leav- 
ing the space in the rear of the City Hall as an 
open court, with provision for free passage at 
the four corners. When the new structure is 

' completed the buildings now occupied by the 
| General Seasions Courts, the engine house, and 
the Hall of Records will be removed. The space 
thus restored to the park is expected to com- 
ae for the portions required for the new 
uilding. The Commissioners are to be the 
judges of the plans submitted. The acceptance 
| of any plan does not carry with it the obligation 
| to employ the architect designing it. 
| The general plans whieh accompanied the re- 
port show that the Park-row wing will have a 
front of about 191 feet on Park-row and 180 
feet deep. The Broadway wing will -have a 
| frontage of 220 feet and ‘a depth of 160 feet. 
There will be 10,710 square feet of room in the 
Park-row wing and 15,143 square feet in the 
Broadway wing. Each wing will be six stories 
high. An —— 51 feet wide will be in 
front of the Broadway wing, but the Park-row 
wing will have no esplanade. There will be five 
or more court rooms, the windows of all 
opening on the open court, removed from the 
noises of the streets. As to the architectural 
features of the wings Mayor Hewitt favored fol- 
lowing those of the City Hall. It is in contem- 
plation to connect the Tombs with the new 
buildings by means of a tunnel, which, the 
Mayor thinks, can be built for $150,000.

There were 167 of these members at the 
Springfield meeting. They simply approved 
their own established policy. Inasmuch as 
that policy had been chosen and put in 
force by a very large majority of their num- 
ber, and as that majority does not admit 
that the policy is in any respect defect- 
ive, no one could have expected that it 
would be abandoned by the men who had 
made it. Norisit probable that this policy 
will be changed in the near future, for the 
majority members are naturally,determined 
to perpetuate their control of the corpora- 
tion. Atthe close of the proceedings they 
filled thirteen seats that had been made va- 
cant bv death or resignation, and all of 
these new members are men who are in ac- 
cord with the majority as to the policy 
against which so many protests have been 
offered. With the greatest difficulty the 
opponents of this policy in the Congrega- 
tional churches procured the election of one 
of their advocates to aseat with the thir- 
teen. 

The corporation, by the action of a very 
large majority of its members, holds that at 
death the books are closed, so to speak, or, 
in other words, that this life is absolutely 
decisive as to the fate of men hereafter.

THE TELEGRAPH ABSORPTION. 


Asa matter of business no doubt the pur- 
chase of the Baltimore and Ohio telegraph 
property by the Western Union Company 1s 
a sound and prudent transaction. The time 
had come when the Baltimore and Ohio 
Railroad Company, for financial and other 
reasons, wished to get rid of the telegraph 
lines, which seem to have been a burden 
upon its treasury as wellas upon its manage- 
ment. Those lines would be of more value 
to the Western Union Company than to any- 
body else, and their possession would get 
one troublesome competitor out of the field. 
So far as the appliances occupy the same 
territory they can be used to increase facili- 
ties where they are needed for the purpose, 
and so far as they extend into different ter- 
ritory they may usefully supplement the 
existing system. Possibly, as President 
GREEN is reported to have said, it is no- 
body’s business what was paid for the prop- 
erty, but nevertheless the transaction is one 
that concerns the public. It is another 
movement, of which there have already 
been several, toward a monopoly of the 
telegraph business of the country, and the 
establishment of such a monopoly is a mat- 
ter of great moment to the people, 

Itmay be plausibly argued that it is an eco- 
nomic advantage to have a single telegraph 
system under one control and management. 
It avoids the duplication of costly facili- 
ties beyond the public needs, for which 
the public in the long run must pay in 
higher charges for the service. It does 
away with the expense of operating the 
systems which are not needed, and thus 
further economizes the cost of telegraph 
service.

COL. BAIRDS NOMINATION. 


The nomination of Col. ANDREW D. 
BatrD, of the Nineteenth Ward, as Mayor 
of Brooklyn, is probably as good as the 
Republicans could make from the ranks of 
their own party. It is a great deal better 
one than they made two years ago, and it is 
much'better than most of the nominations 
made of late years for any of the important 
places in the city and county. Col. Barrp 
is aScotchman who came to this country in 
boyhodd and learned his trade, that 
of stonecutter, in Brooklyn. He was 
still a journeyman when he enlisted 
in the Seventy-ninth, (Highlanders,) 
and he served faithfully during the entire 
war, retiring at its close with the rank of 
Colonel. He has built up a large business 
of hisown, and has won the reputation of 
an honest, straightforward, and capable 
business man. He has been six years in the 
Board of Aldermen, and fully sustained his 
reputation there. We have no doubt that 
he would, if elected, make a thoroughly 
trustworthy and upright Mayor, and a 
much better one than any one the Demo- 
crats are likely to name for the place. He 
owes his nomination entirely to his per- 
sonal strength and not at all to the ordinary 
tactics of the office-seeking politician. 


Can he be elected? That is a question 
not easy to answer. Ifthe election turned 
solely on fitness, we should say he could be. 
He is infinitely more fitted for the place 
than the present Mayor, Mr. WHITNEY, 
who is most likely to be the Democratic 
candidate. He is,in our judgment, much 
better fitted than Mr. CHAPIN, who is sup- 
posed to be the second choice of the Dem- 
ocrats. It is probable that Col. Barrp 
would stand a better chance to defeat Mr. 
CHAPIN than Mr. WHITNEY, though CHAPIN 
is a much more able man than the Mayor, 
But CHAPIN is not popular with the “ boys” 
in his party; he is not implicitly trusted 
by the leaders, and he does not en- 
joy the confidence of all the reformers, 
even in his own party. The “ boys” say he 
is “‘cold;” the leaders say he is “‘ slippery ;” 
the reformers say he is not always to be 
counted on. The former might knife him; 
the leaders would do all they could for him, 
but might not be able to carry him, and the 
reform vote weuld be divided. Therefore, 
we think he would be a weaker candidate 
than WHITNEY, and more likely to be 
beaten by Col. Barrp if it were a straight 
contest between the two. But this it is not 
likely to be. If there is a Prohibitionist 
candidate in the field on election day Col. 
Barrp’s chances of election, whoever is the 
Democratic candidate, will be very slight. 

Mr. WHITNEY ought to be the weakest 
candidate the Democrats could name, but 
he is not by any means. He is considerably 
stronger than some men of more ability and 
higher character, because he would com- 
mand the unqualified support of the ma- 
chine, and that counts for more in Brook- 
lyn than any other source of strength.

TIE ACQUITITAL OF MR. SULLIVAN. 


It is no wonder that the Conservative jour- 
nals in England should be filled with dis- 
gust and indignation over the result of the 
most important trial held under the new 
acts of coercion for Ireland. It does not 
seem exactly logical tocall for the interven- 
tion of Mr. BALFour, asthe London Times 
does, in a case that has been bungled from 
want of intelligence. And yet Mr. Bat- 
FOUR appears to be in some _ respects 
the man for the hour. His  insen- 
sibility to reason is almost without prec- 
edent in like circumstances since 
the days of the Scriptural PHaRaong, 
whose Jewish policy was a prefigurement of 
Mr. Batrour’s Irish policy. Pig-headed- 
ness raised to a certain power becomes sub- 
lime, and it is raised by Lord SaLIsBURY’S 
kinsman and spokesman in the House of 
Commons to avery high powerindeed. The 
task of ‘‘ suppressing” an organization that 
unquestionably represents, and, indeed, em- 
bodies, a whole people, is one that would 
not be entered upon in the jocund spirit in 
which it has been taken up by Mr. BaL- 
FOUR by a being of large intellectual dis- 
course. What it needs is a person extreme- 
ly obstinate and extremely narrow-minded, 
and Mr. BALFoUR appears to meet these 
simple requirements. 


Where only these qualities are called for 
it is likely that Mr. BaLrour can do as 
much toward suppressing the Irish people 
as anybody could do with the means at his 
command. Unfortunately for him, emer- 
gencies are liable to arise in the course of 
that undertaking that demand intelligence 
also, and the prosecution of the Lord Mayor 
of Dublin was such an emergency. The 
English Government has acted intelli- 
gently in choosing conspicuous Irishmen 
as the objects of its persecution. It was 
reasonable to expect that the conviction 
and imprisonment of a few men of this class 
would do more to break the rebellious spirit 
of the Irish people than the imprisonment 
of scores or hundreds of unknown men. 
The cases were to be tried before 
a tribunal of the Government’s own 
choice and creation, and thus two of 
the most valuable guarantees of personal 
liberty were attacked at the same blow. 
Trial by jury was denied in order to take 
away the freedom of the press. Of course, 
the procedure applied to Ireland would 
create a rebellion in twenty-four hours if it 
were attempted to establish it in England. 
As the Irish are in a state of chronic 
rebellion, the chance of suppressing the re- 
bellion by persecution was the only one 
available to .a party which refused to 
redress their grievances, or to let them 
attempt redressing their own grievances. 
But for the success of coercion it was 
absolutely necessary that every accusation 
should be followed by a conviction, and 
that the Government should make out a 
case against every one of the conspicuous 
Irishmen whom it selected tomake examples 
of. In the most important case yet brought 
to trial it has entirely failed todothis. That 
Mr. SULLIVAN was guilty under the Coer- 
cion act there is no doubt at all. He 
escaped by a mere technicality. The prose- 
cution failed to prove that the meeting re- 
ported in his paper was a meeting of a sup- 
pressed branch of the League, and the 
prisoner was acquitted. 


It is no wonder that the Tory papers are 
disgusted. What was intended to strike 
terror into the Irish has excited in them 
nothing but derision and contempt. If Mr. 
SULLIVAN had been convicted and impris- 
oned at hard labor, with all the circum- 
stances of ignominy and contempt that 
were provided for Mr. O’BriEN, the Gov- 
ernment might have become more odious, 
if possible, than it had been before, but it 
would not also have become ridiculous. The 
only chance of even a temporary success for 
the policy of persecution was to make no 
legal mistakes in the prosecution, and in 
this prosecution the Government hasalready 
made a huge blunder. The notion of re- 
viving the Cromwellian treatment of Ive- 
land in the nineteenth century was suf- 
ficiently grotesque, but it is rendered 
far more grotesque by the fact that 
having, for the purpose of following it, 
created new crimes and new tribunals the 
Government is unable to procure a convic- 
tion in one of these tribunals upon a charge 
of one of these crimes of which the prisoner 
is notoriously guilty.

THE CROW OUTBREAK, 

It may be that the taunting and mis- 
chievous words of old SittTinG BULL last 
Summer stirred up the Crows, as the Mon- 
tana dispatches have alleged, but it seems 
hardly necessary to go so far to seek a cause 
for the late disturbances at their agency. 
The Indians of that region have long been 
in the habit of stealing horses from each 
other. The Bloods from the Canada side 
have attacked the Gros Ventres, and*the 
Piegans have frequently plundered the 
Crows. Last year the latter, under Chief 
PENTECOST, recaptured about forty horses 
which the Piegans had run off, and this 
year they have overstepped what is per- 
missible by taking the initiative in raiding 
upon their old enemies. Their agent was 
perfectly justified in arresting the offenders, 
but probably might have chosen a better

He suspects that | 
there may be some cause for the recent dis- | 
play of insubordination not yet disclosed, 
and thinks that the Indian Bureau should 
send one of its best inspectors to examine 
into affairs at the agency, It is known that 
the Crow Reservation is one of those on 
which cattle firms graze their cattle under 
permits in the nature of leases. There have | 
also been trespassers on the large and ferttle 
reservation, who do not pay any revenue. 
Agent WILLIAMSON was charged at one 
time with encouraging this trespassing; 
but he was able to show that the Crows 
expressly provided by treaty, in 1880, for 
the contingency of their allowing cattle to 
be grazed on their lands, under rules to be 
fixed by the Interior Department, and that 
he had simply sought to make their lands 
yield something instead of being trespassed 
upon without pay. Whether these uses and 
abuses of the reservation had anything 
whatever to do with creating the ill feeling 
that now exists does not appear; but the 
facts may suggest a reason why it would 
suit those who wish to get possession of the 
lands to represent that the Crows, as a 
tribe, have been made hostile by listening 
to the counsels of SirtrmnG BULL. 

Gen. RUGER is the Department Command- 
er, and he, with the commanding officer of 
the District of Montana and the officers at 
Fort Custer, will, it may be hoped, be able 
to direct the troubles to a peaceful issue.

The dissenting members of the Utah Com- 
mission do not, in their minority report, 
recommend that Utah shall be admitted to 
the union of States, but they declare that 
in their opinion the repudiation of polygamy 
in the new Constitution is not “asham.” 
Their conclusion is that ‘‘ whatever may be 
their motives, and whether they are influ- 
enced by choice or necessity, the generality 
of the monogamous Mormons have delib- 
erately and wisely resolved that their high- 
est earthly interests, the prosperity and 
happiness of themselves and their pos- 
terity, and the avoidance of the odium 
which attaches to them throughout the 
civilized world demand that polyg- 
amy shall be _ abolished.” Therefore 
these Commissioners will not join 
their associates in recommending “fuz- 
ther legislation of a hostile and ag-, 
gressive character,” referring in this to the 
majority’s recommendation that the Gov- 
ernor be, empowered to appoint certain 
county officers. But are not the so-called 
monogamous Mormons of Utah (those who 
have not committed the crime of polygamy) 
subservient to the church, and do they not 
hold that polygamy issanctioned by revela- 
tion and that revelation is the higher law? 
Have the dissenting Commissioners reason 
to believe that the Mormon Church desires 
that polygamy shall be treated as a peniten- 
tiary offense? 


THE CROW INDIAN TROUBLE... 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 7.—Notwithstanding 
the reported evil result of Sitting Buil’s advice 
to the Crow Indians, the War Department offi- 
cials do not fear any serious trouble at the 
Montana Agency if the Indians are prudently 
treated. Gen. Terry’s action in ordering the 
troops to confine themselves for the present to 
the protection of life and property at the agency 


is regarded as meeting the case so fully as to 
leave no room for instructions from Washing- 
ton. Itis felt that a war of ltarge proportions 
might be caused by harsh treatment of the In- 
dians or an attempt to arrest those who have 
been fractious merely as an exhibition of 
authority. Experienced army officers are 
the more concerned over the _ possibili- 
ties of an _ extensive Indian outbreak 
in the Northwest from the nature of the change 
that has come over that country. It had been 
confidently predicted, they say, that when the 
supply. of buffalo and other game was exhausted 
the Indians would be forced to abandon the war- 
path permanently, because they would have no 
means of obtaining an adequate food supply 
wheu off the reservation. But in place of the 
buffalo has come cattle, covering the plains in 
such numbers and so well distributed as to fur- 
nish a practically inexhaustible commissariat. 
The Northern Indians are fully aware of the 
existence of these tavorable conditions and re- 
quire very prudent treatment to keep them 
within bounds. In the present case, however, 
it is believed that if the status quo can be-main- 
tained on the reservation until the arrival of an 
Inspector familiar with Iudian character the 
pay can be easily adjusted and peace muain- 
tained. 


JOHN D. KERNAN RESIGNS. 
Aunany, N. Y., Oct. 7.—John D. Kernan, 
Chairman of the Board of Railroad Commission- 
ers of this State, to-day filed his resignation of 
the ottice of Commissioner, to take effect on Nov 
14. The reason for Mr. Kernan’s resignation is 


his desire to resume the practice of law in the 
city of New-York in connection with bis brotber, 
Nicholas, of Utica, and his father, ex-Senator 
Kernan. Mr. Kernan has been active in the 
work of the New-York State Commission, 
especially in connection with the draft- 
ing of amendments to the general 
railroad laws and _ legislation for the 
regulation of railreads and the protection of the 
traveling public and railroad employes. The 
accurate cowpilation of the railroad laws of the 
State contained in each annual report of the 
board and prepared under iis supervision 1s 
highly spoken of by lawyers. The weight given 
to his recommendations as to national railroad 
legisiation by the Cullom committee of the 
United States Senate led to the general belief 
that he would be appointed an Inter-State Com- 
meree Commissioner last meee.

What the yield promised on July 1. ‘The 
weather during september was, in the main, 
favorable for picking, and —_ progress was 
made during that month, it being estimated 
that up to October 40% per cent. of the 
crop had been gathered. The prospective yirld 
throughout the district shows @ material decrease. 
Tennessee has suffered most, and reports a decrease 
of 32 per cent., Arkansas of 21'3 per cent., Alabama 
of 15 2-5 per cent., aud Mississippi of 1043 per cent., 
making the average decrease in the prospective 
yield of the district as compared with last year 19% 

er cent. Cotton is being marketed with great free- 

om, and the earliness of the season is evidenced by 
the fact that receipts at Memphis are more than 
double those of last year up to this period. The 
crop will be gathered fully six weoks earlier than 
past seasons, due to the cutting off of much of the 
middle and all of the top crop.”

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KILLED IN FAIRMOUNT PARK 


A SHOCKING ACCIDENT TO TWO 
LADIES. 

THEIR HOPSES BECOME UNMANAGE- 
ABLE AND RUN AWAY, AND MRS, 
JOHN 8S. NAYLOR LOSES HER LIFE. 

PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 7.—The most shock- 
ing accident that has taken place in Fairmount 
Park in many years occurred about 11 o’clock 
this morning. 
Sixteenth-street, and Mrs. William Disston, of 
1,515 North Broad-street, both very wealthy 
and popular young married ladies, went fora 
drive, and within little more than an hour Mrs. 
Naylor was brought home dead, and Mrs. Disston 
very seriously hurt. 

The ladies started from Mrs. Disston’s home 
about 10 o'clock for a drive in the park. The 
carriage was drawn by two horses driven by 
Michael Brennan, who has been employed by 
the Disstons as coachman fora long time. One 
of the horses was a new onc, having only been 
owned by Mr. Disston about a» week. Brennan 
Grove up the river road to a point near Laurel 
Hii. After viewing the scenery Mrs. Disston 
ordered Brennan to turn roundand drive home. 

* When be turned the horses be found the off 
horse, which was the newly-purchased animal, 
had taken the bit between his teeth and was be- 
coming unmanageable. 

When near the steamboat landing at Rockland 
Brennan found that he could do nothing with 
his team. The borses had struck into a gallop, 
and he tried to turn them into the bank. He 


had partially succeeded in doing this when one 
pf the front wheels struck a boulder on the side 
of the road. Brennan was seated on an eleva- 
tion above the seat, on whit is called by coach- 
men a “dickey.” This seat is not fastened. 
Wien the wheel struck the rock the carriage 

* tilted and the seat aud driver went off the box 
together. The reins slipped from Brennan’s 
hands and the horses started down the river 
road on a dead run. 

Mre. Disston saw the driver fall from the seat, 
and threw opep the carriage door. She called 
to Mrs. Naylor to jump. Mrs. Disston leaped 
first. She fell on her side, and was badly 
prnuised about the body. Mrs. Naylor quickly 
followed her friend. As she jumped the door 
struck her and she fell. She struck on her head 
and rolled over insensible. 

When the ladies jumped Brennan had just re. 
gained his feet. He picked Mrs. Disston up and 
earried her tothe road. Hethen went to Mrs.

THE BRIBERY AT CONCORD. 


LEGISLATORS TELLING WHAT THEY ENOW

$182 47. In addition Snell took $418 15 and 
put his own check for that amount in the cash 
drawer. 

The three prisoners, Snell, Edward Tomler, 
and Ward ©. Hepburn, were taken into Justice 
Walsh’s court yesterday and pleaded not guilty. 
They had no counsel, and the question of bail 
was left to the discretion of District Attorney 
Ridgway.

L. WILLIAMS TO’ LEAD THE DEMO-

Tt took the members of the Democratic

; State Executive Committee from noon until 10 


o’clock last evening to agree upon a plan of or- 
ganization and upon some of the necessary de- 
tails as to the conduct 6f the preliminary stagos 
of the Strate canvass. Among those who anx- 
iously awaited the outcome of the committee's 
deliberations were Secretary of State Frederick 
Cook; the numinee for Attorney-General, Charles 
I. Tabor; the numinee for State Controller, Ed- 
ward Wemple, and the nominee for State Engi- 
neer and Surveyor, John Bogart. 

When the members of the committee assem- 
bled at the Hoffman House at noon Edward 
Murphy,of Troy, the Chairman of the State 
Comuiittee, with ex-Mayor Edwara Cooper and 
Judge W. L. Muller, busied themselves in ar- 


ranging for the meeting. Register James J. 
Slevin appeared as a proxy for Sheriff Hugh J. 
Grant, and James W. Hinckley had credentials 
from Charles C. B. Walker, of Corning. Mr. 
Slevin telephoned for Richard Croker, whose 
presence was desired, but could not reach 
him. Mr. Cooper” also tried to reach 
him, but failed. The time flew by un- 
til it got to be 3 o'clock. At that hour the 
committee finally decided to meet. It had been 
intormally agreed that State Assessor James L. 
Williams, of Poughkeepsie; Roswell P. Flower, 
and George S. Field, of Buffalo, should be add- 
ed to the committee, under a resolution of the 
State Committee authorizing the Executive 
Committee to add not Jess than two or more 
than four outside members toits force. The 
agreement was formally ratified, and a recess 
was taken until 8 o’clock to allow notifications 
to be sent to the three new members. 

During the recess it became known that 
although Mr. Williams was tbe first choice for 
Chairman of the committee, it was deemed in- 
expedient to elect him, because of a fear that, 
being an office holder, it might be urged that he 
had no right to take an active part in poli- 
tics, especially as a disbursing officer, having 
general supervision over the disposition of the 
tinanuces. It Was even said that it would bea 
penal offense against the law for Mr. Williams to 
act as Chairman of the committee. 

Matters remained ip this state until an hour 
after the time set for the reconvening of the 
committee.

THE MISSING MANAGER. 


NO LIGHT YET THROWN ON MR. 
PHY’S DISAPPEARANCE. 
Manager Andrew J. Murphy, of the Acad- 
emy of Music, who disappeared early Wednes- 
day morning, was still among the missing last 
night. His absence causes no end of gossip, as 


circumstances indicate that Mr. Murphy js in 
financial difficulties. 

An old friend of Murphy’s is trying to effect a 
settlement. That friend is Herman R. Leroy, of 
New-Rochelle, who has known Murphy since he 
wasaboy. Mr. Leroy was formerly a Director 
of the Academy of Music, President of the 
board, in fact, and it was his influence that put 


Murphy in the Academy office. Mr. Leroy was 
seen yesterday. “I have no facts on which to 
base a statement,” he said, ‘and until I know 
more than I do now I decline to discuss the mat- 
ter.” 

Before Murphy went to cover he transferred 
his property to Mr. Leroy. Why is not ex- 
plained. One story is that he instructed Mr, 
Leroy to dispose of it to the best advantage for 
the benefit of creditors, and another is that Mr. 
Leroy was a preferred creditor. Since Murphy 
embarked in business he has accumulated con- 
siderable property. He is reputed to be worth 
thousands, invested in real estate, securities, 
blooded stock, and a fine kennel of fancy dogs, 
He had a pleasant home at Bath beach, but he 
broke up housekeeping last week and was with his 
wife fora few days at the Morton House. Mr. 
Murphy paid his bill and left the hotel on Tues- 
day. Hecontemplated fitting up living rooms 
in the Academy of Music, an& part of his effects 
are there. 

After Mr. Murphy’s disappearance the safe in 
the Academy office was opened. Its usual con- 
tents, including money, were undisturbed. The 
Academy is owned by William P. Douglas, of 
Douglaster, Long Island, whose bisiness agent 
is Herbert C. Plass. The latter said yesterday: 
**J do not care to talk about the financial aspect 
of the case. Mr. Murphy no longer represents 
Mr. Douglas at the Academy, Mr. Donnelly is 
in charge as Assistant Manager.” 

Just whac ‘the financial aspect of the case” 
is nobody who knows will tell. One report is 
current that a personal check for $5,000, given 
by Murphy in settlement for lust week’s receipts 
to Mr. Douglas, was dishonored at the bank. It 
is also reported that after the manager went 
away it was discovered that the house staff haa 
not been paid for three weeks. There are ru- 
mors, too, thatthe relations between the man- 
ager and his assistant were pot harmonious, and 
that the former was antagonized on every possi- 
ble occasion by Mr. Dennelly, who was said to 
want Murphy’s place. Manager Donnelly de- 
clared yesterday that the report was a malicious 
fabrication. It was absurd, he added, because 
he was appointed by Murphy. All contracts at 
the Academy of Music are not signed by Mr. 
Piass. That by the Taylor, Nugent & Jefferson 
Company now playing there has been extended 
by bim until Christmas. ,

PIONEERING IN THE SOUTH 


HOW ENTERPRISING YOUNG 
OITIES ARE SPRINGING UP. 
TALLAPOOSA, THE LATEST OF THEM, SIT-. 
UATED BETWEEN ATLANTA AND BIR- 
MINGHAM—THE EFFECTS OF NORTH- 

ERN CAPITAL. 

TALLAPOOSA, Ga., Oct. 5.—There is noth- 
ing more curious and striking than the quick 
enterprise which now animates the South—the 
new South, as itis at present discriminated by 
Southern writers and orators from the South 
preceding and following the war. The city of 
Atlanta itself, full of life and ambition and in- 
dustry, is a vivid illustration of the change

hich has come, gradually at first, but at last | anie pic iron for Bessemer steel purposes it is 


with a clear consciousness of its own copious 
strength, over a region that not very long ago, 
and in apite of its extraordinary natural re- 
sources, seemed to have lost the power to meet 
unusual emergencies. 
phenomenal than gratifying, and, although the 
significance of it may not yet be entirely ap- 
parent to observers at the North, there can be 
little doubt that this will be thoroughly under- 
stood and appreciated within a brief time. The 
movement of immigration, so long steadily 
directed to the West,is now diverging to the 
South. One haa only to travel through the Caro- 
linas, through Alabama and Georgia, to con- 
vince one’s self that the new South is as much 
different from the old as the industrious South- 
erner of to-day is different from his indolent 
predecessor, or as the bright and busy Atlanta 
of to-day 1s different from the crawling little 
city which was almost obliterated by Northern 
shells. 

In no manner does the determined enterprise 
of the new South reveal itself more ageressively 
than in its pioneering. The present Atlanta is 
the result of a fearless pioneering. Every im- 
portant city of the South, indeed, responds with 
singular elasticity to the push of the pioneer. 
And the pioneering, which amounts to regenerta- 
tion, goes on persistently. The great Picdmont 
Exposition at Atlanta will show how far it has 
gone. The thriving cities which have sprung 
up within afew years with the co-operation of 
Northern capital usually are witnesses for the 
new South. To resist the inevitable force of en- 
terprise would be considered now by a vast ma- 
jority of the South’s population a foolish and 
idle struggle. 

What may be properly called “pioneering in 
the South” may be watched as clearly and ef- 
fectively on the line of the Georgia Pacifie Rail- 
way as anywhere else. This railway starts 
west from Atlanta, passes through Tallapoosa 
and Birmingham, and then reaches into Missis- 
sippi. 1t was constructed only three years ago, 
and it has direct connection with Alfred Sully’s 
Piedmont Line from New-York. Birmingham is 
one of the new cities of the South which it 
touches. I presume that nearly every one at 
the Northis now familiar with the history of 
Birmingham. The rise of this Alabamacity is 
like the marvel of a fairy tale. Seven 
years ago it was a dull village with 
about 2,000 inhabitants. At present it 
has 40,000 inhabitants, 70 miles of street 
railways, and a tax valuation of $24,000,000. 
The history of Sheffield, Anniston, Bessemer, and 
of other Southern towns which are now rushing 
forward at a surprising rate, is no less instruct- 
ive and interesting. I was looking out ofa 
-window 1m the principal hotel of Tallapoosaafew 


days ago, and to my amazement I saw a“ dum-. 


my” engine borne on a flat car attached to one 
of the freight trains of the Georgia Pacific just 
passing by. This “dummy” was bound to Besse- 
mer, a new town further west, and it is now,I 
suppose, runningin the streets there. When it 
is brought to mind that Bessemer has only been 
in existence four months, and that, at its begin- 
ning, men and women went out into the woods 
and cut down tress, thus making paths and open 
sites, some idea of what is accomplished nowa- 
days in Georgia and other Soutiiern States by 
pioneers may be acquired. Bessemer is a ter- 
minus of the Mobile and Birmingham Railroad. 
More than $800,000 worth of real estate has been 
sold there within four months. 

Tallapoosa, from which place Tam sending 
this letter, is another illustration of Southern 
enterprise, backed by Northern capital. Talla- 
poosa is one of the most important stations on 
the Georgia Pacific Railway, and will eventual- 
ly be the chief railway junction of Western 
Georgia. Three or four railroads are to run 
through it, one of which will connect Savannah 
directly with Chicago, In this fashion Talla- 
poosa will be a leading commercial station be- 
tween the Western and the Southern coast. Three 
years ago Tallapoosa was an isolated viliage, 
hardly known to the people of Atlanta, in one of 
the least populated and most lawless counties 
of Georgia, the abode of moonshiners and shot- 
gun gangs. The village then contained about 100 
persons, and no man was ever sure of his life 
there. But a wonderful transiormation was 
effected by the building of a railway through the 
place, and no more peaceful community than 
that of Tallapoosa can ve found to-day. The 
Georgia Pacific divides the town in two parts, 
and special accommodation trains how run on 
this road between Tallapoosa and Atilan- 
ta, which is somewhat more than 60 
miles distant. The present population of 
Tallapoosa exceeds 1,000, and there are more 
than 200 houses in the village, including a score 
of shops, a goed-sized hotel, and many charm- 
ing cottages. By natural growth Tallapoosa 
would soon grow to a thriving industrial city of 
20,000 or 30,000 inhabitants within the next 10 
years. But capital can easily force its growth, 
and this is to be done, if possible, by the Talla- 
poosa Land, Mining and Manufacturing Compa- 
ny, accounts of whose work in behalf of what is 
already called “the Birmingham of Georgia” 
have filled many columns of the leading South- 
ern newspapers. This company includes both 
Northern and Southern capitalists, its President 
being Col. George W. Adair, of Atlanta, and one 
of ita Directors being the Hon. John B. Gordon, 
Governor of Georgia. All the officers and 
Trustees are well known men, and their purpose 
is to establish a large and progressive city on the 
site of the o2d village of Tallapoosa, They 
have purchased a large tract of country 
contiguous to and roundabout the village, 
and a portion of this has been carefully 
laid out in streets and town lots, the town por- 
tion comprising some 500 acres, more or less. 
The streets, avenues, and boulevards have been 
marked and named, a spacious park has been 
planned, and a handsome hotel, to be called the 
Lithia Springs Hotel,is to be built on a bluff 
overlooking the park. Milesof street have al- 
ready been cleared of trees, and from the whole 
plot the timber has been cut away suiliciently to 
show the contours of its surface and the general 
aspect of its outlyings in alldirections. The 
future city of Tallapoosa stands on a very high 
plateau, about 1,400 feet above the sea, aud its 
appearance will be remarkably picturesque, the 
artists in charge of its design having been re- 
quested, although a part of the town is laid out, 
necessarily on the checkerboard plan, to pre- 
serve its natural undulations. Near the hotel, 
or not far from it by easy drive, are several me- 
dicinal springs, notably a lithiaand a chalyb- 


eate. A broad boulevard four or ftve miles 
long will wind around the hotel and a lake will 
adjoin the park. ; 

Yaliapoosa and its adjacent country are sit- 
uated in what is known as the Piedmont belt, 
which crosses Georgia diagonally from north- 
east to southwest, and possesses many of the 
climatic conditions of New-England. The at- 
mosphere 13 pure and stimulating, the soil fer- 
tile and very productive, the water clear and 
delicious, the temperature wild and eqnuable, 
Most of the country is covered thick with tall 
Georgia pine, and the rocky elevations—and, for 
that matter, the whole Piedmont belt—abound 
in mineral deposits. More than 100 kinds of 
minerals are foundin the Piedmont belt, and in 
the soil about Tallapoosa especially have been 
discovered rich veins of gold, copper, marble, 


graphite, iron, corundum, and kaolin, The fron | 


ore is very rich—as the reports of chemical ex- 
perts show—and is of the Bessemer quality, 
something whichis not found in Birmingham; 
in other words, this ore is easily turned into 
steel. Miners are now at work at this ore, and 
it is proposed to build foundries close to the 
moines. 

The natural resources, the healthfulness, the 
cheapness of land, and the growing railway 
facilities of Tallapoosa are supposed to be sure 
indications of its future wealth and prosperity. 
No Southerners, at apy rate, take any other 
view of the subject, and my own observations 
torce me to agree with them. In fact,I have 
underestimated, not overestimated, the ad- 
vantages of the most recent and encouraging

The iron ores which are found near Talla- 
poosa, in the Tallapoosa district, to be more ex- 
act, must be considered seriously as elements of 
quick development here. The Tallapoqsa Com- 
pany’s iron lands comprise about 2,000 acres, 
northeast of the town. The work done on these 
properties has been confined thus far to strip- 
ping and tracing, with occasional cross-cutting 
to determine the width of a deposit. There has 


been no heavy blasting, but what blasting there 


has been reveals rich ore. Analyses of surface 
ores show as high as 52 per cent. of metallic 
iron, with phosphorous as low as ten-one hun- 
dredths of 1 per cent., and in no case higher than 
twenty-three-one hundredths. To make a suit-

[ have spoken of theauction sale at Tallanoosa 
which is to be held after the Piedmont Expoai- 
tion in Atlanta, The days set for the sale are 
Oct, 24, 25, and 26, and it will be attended, prob- 
ably, by several thousand persons. Special 
trains will be run for the convenience of pur- 
chasers between Atlanta and Tallapoosa, and 
parties will travel to Tallapoosa in buffet cars 
from various Northern and Western points. The 
Worcester Excursion Car Company will take 
down a party of 20 or 30 gentlemen from Hart- 
ford and New-Haven.

ROME AND MGLYNN’S OASE. 


PROBABILITY OF AN ATTEMPT TO HAVE 
THE MATTER REOPENED. 

The rumor that Bishop Moore, of Florida, 
has made an attempt to have the McGlynn case 
reopened at Rome, while it cannot be absolutely 
verified, proves on examination to be quite like- 
ly. The Rey. Dr. Richard L. Burtsell’s friend- 
ship for Dr. McGlynn and his efforts in his cause 
are well kuown, and Bishop Moore, who is an 
old friend of Father Burtscll, has been consulting 
with him, presumably about the form of an ap- 
plication to Rome for a reopening of MeGlynn’s 


case. It would not be surprisingif such an ef- 
fort were soon made, if not in the Bishop’s name, 
at least with his consent. 

The Catholic authorities here are utterly in- 
different about the matter, as they believe that 
interference at this late day will be regarded as 
impertinence and those who undertake it, 
whether prelate or priest, will only get snubbed 
for their pains. They do not understand how an 
appealcan be maie in McGlynn’s case until 
he asks pardon. [f he were an humble sup- 
pliant, they say, the plea might be made with 
some propriety; but he is not only rebellious to 
Archbishop Corrigan, but to the Propaganda, the 
Pope, and the Church, having spoken of them in 
the most contemptuous terms. If 1t had been 
found that tacts were suppressed in the presen- 
tation of the Archbishop’s side, or errors com- 
mitted in his procedure against the priest, that 
might furnish ground for a reopening, but the 
moat clever theologians in the church—those of 
the Propaganda—discover nothing of the kind 
after a deliberate examination. 

The significant passage in the Pope’s letter to 
Archbishop Corrigan referring to “timely meas- 
ures for the correction of the rebellious.” will it 
is believed, soon have apractical illustration. 
The Archbishop is now expecting the promised 
instructions from Rome on thispoint. A prelate 
higher in place and esteem than Bishop Moore— 
Cardinal Gibbons—had great difficulty in obtain- 
ing a suspension of Rome’s !udgment In the case 
of the Knights of Labor because of the Pope's 
impression that they were in some way con- 
nected with McGlynn. If Bishop Moore or any 
other prelate or priest should write to Rome to 
beg a reopening of the case it is believed that he 
willbe answered, but probably warned of the 
indelicacy of Intenfering in the matter, and given 
once again the often reiterated instruction that 
the one way for McGlynn to reopén his case is to 
make his submission. 

Cardinal Mazella, the eminent Jesuit, who has 
been intrusted by the Pope with the examina- 
tion of Henry George’s books and theories, has 
advised thut, from motives of policy, it would 
not be well to give them the prominence of a 
condemnation or notice. Asa tight by some ot 
Dr. MeGlynn’s clerical adherents, on the ground 
of George’s theories not having been formally 
condemned seems imminent, the authorities 
here will likely urge 4n expression of opinion 
from Rome upon them. 


BOUND TO GET THE FAOQTIS. 


POLICEMAN SELIG NOT ALLOWED TO 
WAIVE EXAMINATION. 

Examination in the case of Officer Selig, 
of the Eldridge-street station, who is charged by 
Mary Krumm, of 164 Chrystie-street, with ex- 
torting money from her, was continued before 
Justice Duffy yesterday. Mra. Krumm, whose 
husband keeps a saloon at the number named, 
was severely cross-examined, but adhered firm- 
ly to her statement thac on three occasions 
Selig had accepted money from her.

A baker swore that Selig asked money of and 
received it from street walkers, and another 
witness said Selig took $2 from him to settle an 
excise case. More testimony of the same pature 
was offered, and then counsel for the defendant 
saia they would waive further examination. 

*T will not allow the case to be waived,” said 
Justice Duffy. ‘* I want the whole truth tocome 
out here. If Selig is an honest man he need fear 
no exposure. The public demand that this mat- 
ter shall be examined. If Selig takes bribes they 
want to knowit. Iam the servant of the public 
sitting bere to get all the facis out. If he is in- 
nocent he will be discharged. If guilty he will 
be punished.” 

The case was adjourned and Selig was obliged 
to give $500 bail to appear for further examina- 
tion next Tuesday.

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MR. GRISWOLD IN DEMAND 


AIS ENEMIES’ PLANS SPOILED 
BY THEIR LEADER. 

THE WARD .HEELERS’ CANDIDATE OUT 
OF THE RACE AND THE CONTEST 
BETWEEN GRISWOLD AND WARING. 

The combination of circumstances which 
resulted in the nomination of Clark D. Rhine- 
hart for Sheriff and Thomas Fitchie for Super- 
visor at Large by the Kings County Republicans 
had a most important bearing upon the fight 
for the Senatorial nomination in the Third Dis- 
trict, represented at present by Stephen M, 
Griswold.. Although Senator Griswold could 
undoubtedly poll more votes than any other 
man mentioned for the office, he was opposed by 
some of the ward bosses, among them Michael 
J. Dady, because he refused to champion their 
demand for a Senate investigating committee 
last Winter. The final result of the Assembly 
committee afterward obtained has induced the 
Senator to believe that he did a wise thing to 
gteer clear of it. It showed exactly what overy 
one knew before and proved nothing, 

But failure then did not make the Senator a 
favorite with the ward heelers, and they com- 
bined to defeat him in his effort for a renomina- 
tion. They had everything arranged to elect 
Ernest Nathan, a Hebrew, living in the Twenty- 
third Ward, and about 55 delegates to the Sena- 
torial Convention had pledged themselves to 
vote for him. But the behavior of Nathan on 
Thursday killed him politically and left the field 
to Senator Griswold and ex-Assemblyman Will- 
jam H. Waring. Nathan may possibly have a 
few votes by the time the convention is called 
to order, but itis doubtful whether he will have 


@ sufficient number to entitle him to any serious 
cousideration, 

The action which hurt Mr. Nathan so much 
was his refusal to allow the delegates to the 
County Convention from his ward to support 
ex-Marsbal Tate for Sheriff, fearing that two 
conventions would not fancy two candidates 
from the same ward. Of course, Mr. Nathan did 
not propose to spoil his own chances to oblige 
Mr. Tate or any one else. But his selfish con- 
duct hurt him vastly more than a. sacrifice 
would have done, for before the County Con- 
vention had adjourned one half the Nathan del- 
egates asserted publicly that they would sup- 
port either Waring or Griswold. Mr. Waring’s 
friends claim 50 votes in the convention, but 
they failed to substantiate their claim. As the 

ins were placed on Thursday night the 

leventh, Thirteenth, Nineteenth, and Twenty- 
third Wards were for Griswold, and the Fourth, 
Seventh, and Twenty-first for Waring. 

A dark horse appeared in the person of Eugene 
F. O’Connor, who was said to have the Twenti- 
eth Ward, his own, behind him. This slate would 
rive Griswold 43, Waring 40, and O’Connor 15. 

Nathan will perhaps have the balance on the 
first ballot, but will lose them as soon as the 
drift of the tide is discovered. Where they will 
go is uncertain, but the Waring men sat up all 
night trying to figure out that they were obliged 
to fallinto Mr. Waring’s hands. 

When Mr. O’Connor was questioned about the 
matter he said he favored himself first and the 
next best man next. He was in no deal, he said, 
and would not combine to defeat Senator Gris- 
wold. Personally, he thought tha Senator a 
most available man, and one who would poll a 
big vote. 

Port Warden Leaycraft and Harry Beard are 
strong Griswold men, an@ feel very sure that the 
& uator will secure a renomination. They say 
they have found every one commending the con- 
servative course adopted by him during the 

resent contest, and think his sensible refusal to 

ght for a renomination has won him many 
friends. 

A reporter sought out several prominent resi- 
dents of the Third Assembly District, and discov- 
ered in each one a disposition to bolt the nom- 
ination of Ernest Nathan if itismade. ‘‘The 
men who are pushing Nathan had _ better 
look out,” said one, “or they will find 
that the Third District has a few inde- 
pendent voters. They discovered that last 
year, when they pushed 8. V. White 
On us a8 a candidate for Congress. Mr. James 
acted then just as Senator Griswold is acting 
now, 2nd refused to lower himself by making a 
free fight for office. His enemies overpowered 
him in the convention, and 8. V. White was the 
result. The consequence was that the Seventh 
Ward went Democratic, and Mr. White went to 
Wasbington with a paltry plurality of 143 be- 
hind him, where two years before Darwin R. 
James had thousands. The same feeling pre- 
vails to-day, and unless Stephen M. Griswold, 
Who gave us a lower gas rate and proved himself 
an honest, upright legislator, is renominated the 
man who pushes him out of the way will have to 
work very hard to poll the winning votes.” 

Senator Griswold has been taking matters 
very coolly during the past week and has kept 


away from the crowds of politicians who have | 


frequented the neighborhood of the City Hall. 
* 1 don’t propose to engage in a free fight forthe 
nomination,” said the Senator, “ because I know 
from two years’ experience what a sacrifice it is 
to negiect my business for five months during 
the year. Since the adjournment of the Legis- 
lature I have been devoting myself to my busi- 
ness and have not meddled ig politics. I really 
don’t know what the exact situation is, and until 
a few days ago [ had no intention of going be- 
tore the convention. Friends have represented 
tome that itis my duty to run, and if the re- 
nomination comes to me as an honor I will ac- 
sept it. I frankly confess that 1 am not so 
apxious as I was two years ago.” 

_The Senator bases his claim for a renomina- 
tion solely on his past record. ‘“ That’s good 
enough for me,” he said, “ and if it doesn’t sat- 
isfy the delegates to the convention they must 
be hard to please. Even if I am not renomt- 
nated I will have the consolation of knowing 
that hundreds of-my fellow-citizens were pleased 
to hear of my candidacy. I have received 
ietters and friendly messages by the score, and 
any number of total strangers have urged me to 
run again from the Third Senatorial District. 
Many of these assert that my fight and victory 
in connection with the one-dollar-and-sixty-cent 
gas bill necessitate my return to Albany.” 

Senator Griswold, personally, is oncof the most 
popular men in Brooklyn. He 1s asturdy, tine- 
looking gentlewan, slightly over 50 years of age. 
He isa jewelerin this city, and is well to do. 
For 26 years he has lived in the Eleventh Ward 
of Brooklyn, and for many years he was the head 
of a political organization known as the Stephen 
M. Griswold Association. When he was elected 
Senator, two years ago,he insisted that he 
should be allowed to resign and that the name 
of the association should be changed.

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THOSE EXTRA INSPECTORS. 


THE COURT CONSIDERING A REFERENCE 
OR A MANDAMUS. 

People have been wondering ever since 
the litigation over the appointments of the ad- 
ditional election inspectors began why, of all 
the law firms in the city, Henry George, John J. 
McMackin, and the other chieftains of the United 
Labor Party, had selected Stickney & Shepard, 
Jacob Sharp’s counsel, and pre-eminently cor- 
poration attorneys, for their lawyers. The mys- 
tery was explained during the hearing before 
the General Term yesterday. Messrs. Stickney 
& Shepard are the private counsel of John 
McClave, one of the two Republican Police Com- 
missioners—the person who designated to be 
election inspectors the men whose names were 
handed to him by Messrs. George and MeMackin 
and who were sworn in by John J. O'Brien. 

Presiding Justice Van Brunt and Judges 
Daniels and Bartlett sat on the bench in the 
General Term room yesterday and listened to 
arguments for nearly four weary hours, Assistant 
Corporation Counsel Wickes appeared for the 
city, E. Ellery Anderson for the Democratic 
Police Commissioners, Mesars, Porter and Voor- 
his; Edward M, Shepard for the United Labor 
Party, and Thaddeus B. Wakeman for the Pro- 
gressive Labor Party. George Simonson tried to 
appear for Irving Hall, to which organization 
Judge Patterson had, at the last moment, grant- 
ed awrit of alternative mandamus against the 
Police Commissioners; but tho court refused to 
hear him, because bis writ was not a part of the 
ease Witich Judge Patterson had sent to them. 

The questions before the court were (1) why 
& peremptory mandamua should not issue re- 
quiring the Police Commissioners to appoint the 
Progressive Labor Party's inspectors; (2) the 
sufticiency of the return made by Police Com- 
missioners Voorbis and Porter to the alternative 
mandamus issued in behalf of the United Labor 
Party requiring the Police Commissioners to 
show cause why the in<pectors of that party 
should not be appointed. Mr. Shepard con- 
tended that the return was not satisfactory, 
because it faile&kto deny that the United Labor 
Party was the party which cast 50,000 or more 
votes for Henry George last Fall. Along dis- 
cussion ensued, in which everybody took part, 
and which was chiefly remarkable for the fact 
that, when pressed, Mr. Shepard admitted that 
O'Brien's action in swearing in the United Labor 
Party’s inspectors was illegal, and had been 
done against the protest of counsel. Finally Mr. 
Shepard demurred to the return made by Com- 
missioners Voorhis and Porter; that is, he said 
in effect: Coneceding that everything tn it is 
true, there is nothing to prevent the issuing of a 
peremptory Mandamus commanding the Board 
ot Police Commissioners to appoint at once the 
United Labor Party’s inspectors. 

After more debate the court took Mr. Shep- 
ard’s view, and said they would grant a peremp- 
tory mandamus. Mr. Anderson begged, and the 
court took a recess until 2 o’clock to give him a 
chance to prepare a new return. Mr. Wakeman, 
it will be observed, took little part in the discus- 
sion. He had no need to. In the peculiar vicis- 
situdes of municipal politics, the Republican 
Commissioners are fighting the United Labor 
Party’s battle, and the Democratic Commission- 
ers are fighting the Progressive Labor Party’s 
battle. Mr. Anderson did about all the talking 
for Mr. Wakeman. 

When the court came in, in the afternoon, Mr. 
Anderson had an amended return, which denied 
that the United Labor Party was the same party 
which had cast over 50,000 votes last Fall, re- 
sisted the rival claims, and asked that a judicial 
trial should take place to ascertain which of the 
three claimants had cast over 50,000 votes. Mr. 
Shepard was stfll dissatisfied with the return, 
and he refused a reference which Judge Daniels 
suggested. Afterward he was sorry that he had 
refused, for the court took the papers and said 
that they would look them over and decide 
whether there should be a trial to ascertain the 
fact as to which party cast over 50,000 votes 
last Fall, or whether a peremptory mandamus 
should be granted, directing the Police Commis- 
sioners toappoint the United Labor Party’s in- 
spectora. Mr. Shepard is sure that he can win, 
and he wants the decision to be reached before 
next Tuesday, when the registration will begin. 
Therefore he is sorry he refused Judge Daniels’s 
proposal for a reference, for he is afraid that it 
will pow be some time before the court will an- 
nounce its opinion. 
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SAYS HE IS PERSECUTED. 

Baldwin Cann, of 154 Prince-street, was 
before Justice Duify yesterday to answer a com- 
piaint of assault made by August Soffel, of 225 
Seventh-avenue. Both are silver chasers em- 
ployed by Tiffany & Co. Soffel claimed that 
Cann was in his way on the stairs yesterday, and 
when he asked him to let him pass Cann struck 
him. 

Cann said he was an American and had long 
been employed by Tiffany & Co. Two years ago 


he joined the Knights of Labor, and acted with 
them in September, 1886, when they rebelied 
against piece work and wanted salaries in- 
creased. Their demands were granted and he 
objected to furhter coercion by the Knights, be- 
lieving that the firm should have some hand in 
managing their own business. He served 
through the war, and he asked himself whether 
the Knights’ methods were American. He left 
them when they tried to dictate to their em- 
ployers on the subject of apprentices, and 
worked through the lock-out last Spring. 
Since his resignation his former comrades had 
persecuted him in many ways. 

As to Soffel’s charge, Cann said the man came 
his shoulders 
Cann re- 
plied, ‘* Certainly; you can always pass me.” 
This enraged Soffel and he rushed at Cann, who, 
anticipating an assault, struck Soifel in the 
mouth. 

Justice Duffy had to hold Cann for trial, as 
Soffel’s mouth was cut, but he fixed his bail at 


$200.

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SLOOP AGAINST CUTTER. 


AN INTERESTING YACHT RACE AROUND 


LONG ISLAND. 

Two yachts started yesterday noon from 
Execution Reef, New-Rochelle, for a race around 
Long Island, which seems to bid fairto give a 
thorough test of the cutter and sloop models. 
The Fanita, John R. Hatch’s boat, formerly the 
property of George Gould, is the sloop repre- 
sentative. Her ownerisamember of the New- | 
Rochelle Yacht Club. The cutter is the Ulidia, 
owned by Admiral E. M. Padelford, of the Royal 
Corinthian Yacht Club. The Fanita is an Amer- 
ican-built boat, while herrival was designed and 
built in Fairley, Scotland. Their dimensions are 
as follows:

The start was made under the most favorable 
circumstances. There was a gentle, steady 
breeze from the southwest when at 11:40 A. M. 
the first gun was fired from Commodore Pryer’s 
boat, the Curlew, and the Fanita and Ulidia 
began manovring for position. A considerable, 
number of yachts from the Larchmont and New- 
Rochelle Clubs had come out to see the start 
among them, besides the Curlew, on which was 
the Commodore, as official starter, Were the Cin- 
derella, the Elephant, the Sparetime, and the 
Amazon, 

At 11:50 o’clock the starting gun was fired 
apd the yachts crossed the line, which ran from 
Execution Reef Light to Sand’s Point Buoy. The 
official time of the start was: 

H. M. S8.\ Ss. 
Fanita..... -.-ll 54 15) Ulidia 28 

Both yachts immediately threw out their spin- 
nakers to starboard, the Ulidia getting hers out 
first. The Kanita had balloon jib topsail and 
main jib set, while the Ulidia kept only her jib 
and staysail. The wind freshened slightly, and 
the Fanita, with everything spread, flew off be- 
fore the wind, gaining on her adversary and 
standing up like a houses while the Ulidia heeled 
considerably. The other yachts followed the 
racers for about a mile and then turned back. 

The course ia about 210 knots long, and sur- 
rounds Leng Island, terminating at Sandy Houk 
Lighthip, whose Captain 1s to take the time of 
the yachts on their arrival. If nothing unusual 
happens the yachts may be expected in on Sun- 
day about noon. The Fantta is the favorite. 
Since she was bullt, in 1880, she has proved her- 
self especially fast in light winds and is an ex- 
cellent sea boat as well. The rig she carried out 
yesterday is, however, regarded by yachtsmen 
a8 very heavy. andif rough weather is met may 
prove awkward. she is commanded by her 
owner, John R. Hatch, with Capt. John Van 
Boskirk as sailing master, and there are on 
board also Edward Hatch, Halsey Cheney, and 
George Clark.
